Railway iVIanagers Assert Tliat' 
Tliey Have Plenty of i, 
Switchmen 



CillCAC.tl, Dec, 4.— President O. 
Dee ,of tile brotherhood of r.'iiiroad 
trainmen, said today in reference to 
published rojjorts that tlie roads of the 
country are on the verge of a great 
war: 

"It la misleading to say that tlie 
trainmen's organizations Jjave mado - 
demands for an increase in ■wageav'..'. 
The proposition for increases in -wages- ^ 
on the lines east of Chicago ha3 beenr 
referred liy the officers of the or--t 
ganizations to tho men themselves.'^ 
There are at least '75,000 men inter-: ' 
ested, and each man must consider the ^ 
proposition of the demand for moro 
wages and vote on it before any such 
demand can be made. It will tal;o 
some timo for tho decision of the' men 
to be registered and until then the sit- 
uation cannot be regiirded as- acute." 

Part of the Trlburto's,story,-'tQ-whlclvr 
this statement refers, is ns follows:- ' 

"The United States Is threatened 
with the greatest railroad strike in-, 
the history of tiie nation. 

"Practically every railroad in tho., 
countr.v, e-ast and west, is in imminent '\ 
danger of lieing completely tied up by 
a walkout on the part of a large num- 
ber of its oiieratliig employees tills 
month. 

"Officers of tho organizations of en- 
gineers, firemen, trainmen and switch- ■ 
men..I)av0 agreed upon a uniform de- 
mand of a 10 per cent wage increase, 
without deviation or compromise." 
President Cotter's View

A MISTAKEN IDEA 

In the Liberal evening paper there

Incidentally, If one iMr. Killen, be- 
lieved to lie a mlssioncr of either the 
Plymouth Brethren or the Seventh 
Day Adventists, with headquarters at 
Seattle, shoull pay a return visit to 
this city in the Immediate future, ho 
may be in the unpleasant position of 
defendant lu criminal proceedings 
based on the protective section of the 
code to which reference has been 
made. ( 
Disrognrded Warning. 

Sheriff Richards tell.s the incidental 
story. It was on the i;7th of last 
montli that thi' .steamer ITiiiei.ss 
Charlotte brouglit to this citv two 
young residents of Seattle wlio hud 
made up their minds to become man 
and wife. George Walte and ISmnia 
Sowers were the names given at the 
sheriff's olllcc when application was 
mad(^ for the essential lic:ence, and .Mr. 
Killen aeciimpanied them to act :is 
master of ceremonies. Upon the li- 
cence bein;; duly Issued, lie annoLmceil 
Ills intention of iierfuniiing tlie cere- 
mony tlu'i-c and then. Against lliis ho 
was advi.-ed by I,)eputy .Slieriff Towns- 
ley, who warned him not only once, 
but repeatedly, tluit (in fanadi'an soil 
his jurisdiction in sucli a matter was 
non-e.\lstent. 

No Boundary for Him. 

The visiting missii)ner, for .so he 
proclaimed himself declined to \h'. ad- 
vised. He was an ordained elerg\nian 
of the gospel, he averre<l and ri'co^- 
nlzed no international lioundarlcs of 
usefulness. Also, he wanted supplies 
of the required forms whereon ac- 
credited clergymen mal«e formal re- 
turns of marriages performed. As the 
slierilf's olllce does not dispense such 
stationery, he paid hurried vislt.s to 
Rev. \V. L. ( 'lay and Ui'v. Dr. Camiihell, 
both of whom also warned him that 
he would place himself oiUsiile the 
pale of law did he iiisi.st uiion iierform- 
ing the 'niurriage rite for lii.s \oung 
friends while In Canaili.in territorv.

Subsoquontly. apparently, he recon- 
sidered his action, and — in the mean- 
time, Mr. and Mrs. Walte, or Mr. 
Walte and .Miss Sowcrs, confldently 
believing tlieniselvcs to bo legallv man 
and wife, had returned to their Puget 
Sound home. 

Ilorriliccl at the proHiiecl which his 
preciiiitaney and obstinancy had pro- 
duced, Mr. Killen also took steamer 
south at the lirst opportunity, deler- 
mlnod to .locate the happy pair, and, 
with their consent, again perform the 
ceremony wiili due approval ot the 
law. 

Whether ho has succeeded in so doing 
is a matter unknown to the Canadian 
iiuthorlties. The incident illustrates a 
serious misunderstanding of law that 
is, unhappily common to a portion ot 
the clergy of Washington state.

With 
his licence carefully folded away in a 
eaiiacious pocliet-book he left rejolclne 
for the neighbor city.

All of which goes to sliow if liiuis- 
lated that certain sections nf tlic Chi- 
nese fear a recurrence of the rioting 
111 the Chinese quarter over the pro- 
posed removal of the josses. The pro- 
ject is favored by the 'more enlightened 
section. It is pointed out that with the 
removal of the Bon'evoTent associations 
hnll to the new school the josshouse 
is a needless expense as a caretaker, 
must be employed there. As for the 
josses, the majority of local Chinese- 
have agrown the belief In them. There 
is a section, tiiough, the more riotous' 
section, which will llglit before agree- 
ing to the n>moval and until this sec-' 
tlon is quiered there is a prospect of 
ti'Oid)le. 

Some few there are who arc super- 
stltutious, who fr-ar that l)ad luck may 
follow tliem if they interfere with the 
Josses; hut the majority look ujion the 
Iiroject with favor, the Josses having, 
gone out of fashion with the more en-' 
lightened members' of the Chinese'' 
community.

centre, Sydney the western lermimiK, 
anil Port Morlen the eastern. 

Tlio inlere.st of llie moment centres 
in the attitude of Mr. .lanies Itoss, one 
of the wealthiest, cleverest and most 
inscrutable of multi-millionaires. M\\ 
KosK boKan life lllu; the ))i-u\-erbial poor 
bos-. lie work(Hl his way ui) until ho 
may be said to liave attained Ilia aiu- 
hitloii when lie became a railway con- 
iraclor on the Canadian I'aclfic railway. 
I'o.sKessiuK all the acuiost flnanoinl fac- 
ulties of his ruoc, ho carefully lins- 
banded his resources and rapidly added 
to his wealth. 

Twenty years ago lie began to bo 
interested In street railways, and helped 
William M.ickonKlo to flnanca most oC 
his earliest schemes. It was lareelj- 
Mr. Uoss' money wliloh IniUt up the 
street railway systems of Toronto and 
AVlnnlpeg. Later, under the tutelage of 
that phenomenal electrical export, I))-. 
]■'. 3. Pearson of Boston, he launciicd 
out Into similar enterprises In ICnglaiul, 
and when William iMackenzle pur- 
chased the IlirniinHliam system of tiam- 
ways, it was Jlr. Uoss who a.qain fig- 
ured largely on the nnaneial side. 

Towards Ihu end of the OO's the Do- 
minion Coal cmiipany had run the 
length of Its tetiier under American 
management, and the persimal friends 
of 7\lr.

000. and still there was 
no rock of safet>' in sight, A great 
stock movement then began, one of the 
lunst lemarK-ahle stock movements in 
tin' history of Canadian fhuincc, it re- 
sulted from a struggle between the 
American and Canadian Interests to ob- 
tain control of both concerns, and as 
till' leaders on both sides were multi- 
miiiionalres It is not surprising that the 
lignt was long and stubborn.

Subject Comes Up at Annual Dinner 
of Montreal Branch of Manufac- - 
turers' Association.

Mr. Burden ilcclareil that it ■\vns the 
general desire of Caiuida to stand by 
the Km])lre, adding thtit his ptirty was 
united on that iniint. Ciintida, the 
leader of the o-pposition added, should 
.get busy and be ready for war. It war 
came It would lie like a holt from tlie 
bliie.

l-iord llosobery. In an aCter-dinner 
speech on tho modern university, de- 
livered at the Glasgow University 
Club in London, said that he was not 
one of thoso who believed greatly In 
the development of the two old liiiK- 
ll.sh universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge oh modern lines. Ho thought 
they must remain Immemorial shrines 
of that exquisite learning which thoy 
had provided for many centuries past, 
iiiKl ho was very doubtful personally 
of the result of pouring now -wine into 
those two ancient bottles — he used 
the word in no Immoroiis sense — willi 
.■iii.v benellcent result. He believed 
Unit they had a (jreat task still liefore 
tluin ill tilt! advancement of those 
studies which they had alwny.T car- 
ried on, and wlilch must alwa>-s ap- 
pe.al to :i litr;;e, a lidsnied, .-mil a 
learned .sectifin of tlie natinn. Hut he 
WHS ver.v iloubtful If Kri'ftiuK on to 
tho.so unoient hmtltutlons newer tech- 
nical schools was likely to answer to 



them or to the schools which they 
were attenipting to found. EJvery uni- 
versity had, or should, ilmye, . a.' char- 
acter of Its own; "andf'thos.oh'aracters 
of Oxford and Cambrldp;aii-;worc so 
strongly marked out, 'and!':.'' they ha-d 
so venerablo a tradition ;;td; :supnorl 
them that they needed no speClal mod- 
ern adjuncts, and he greatly doulitcd 
that they wore likely to prollt bylhem 
much If they did, for In truth on tho 
new grotihds thoy could not compete 
with the newer universities. Tho new- 
er universities were fotindetl with the 
object 'of promoting I hose ])ractical 
and tccliiiieal liraiiclies of knowledge 
for wlilcdi the inereasln;^ demands of 
the age had gradually ealhil. Tliey 
would' found new" schools adapli'd to 
the now lieeds and the newer wants, 
and he did not hlmseir bellin-e that 
eltlifr O.xford or CambrldKo. — and In; 
s|iol:e It with ;,'ratitiide and respect 
to both — could ever hojic to coni|iele 
with thoso newer universities.

.Air. Baylield, engineer of the i)ublic 
worlcs drpartment, wlio has charge of 
the iniuiinnent of the department in 
Hrlti:il'. Columbia, was In the city yes- 
terday, and he coiiflrms tlie news re- 
garding the proposed additions to be 
made to the fleet of the depurtmont 
for use in British Columbia waters, 
chiefly at the more important liarbors 
of Victoria and Vancouver wliere much 
work, not yet outlined, Is in prospect. 

Mr. Bayiield states that the public 
works department is well posted as to 
the needs of Victria iiarbor and .^^ays 
the people of Victoria can rest as- 
sured tliat tlio inti.'rests of the port 
will be looked after. The e(iuij)nient 
has l)een found insnff iclt-nt to carry 
eul tiie roiiiiired work, and plans are 
under way for additions, which, wliile 
they liavi"' not yet been autliori^ed or 
have approi)riatlons been made for 
them, are in prospect and tlie neces- 
sary; appropriations will probably be se- 
cured shortly. 

Rock Excavating Craft 

.The rock drill heretofore used in 
Victoria liarhoi- lias been found in- 
.'ideciuate for the work and llie govi^rn- 
niejit Is now seriously considering the 
luirchuse of a Lobnit/. i-oek i.'xcavat- 
ing vessel. This is a craft fasliioncd 
.':<iniewhat afti^r the cn-der of ;i. dredge 
r<ir' tile removal of submarine rocks. 
.V sample of the rock from \'ictorla 
hiirhor was forwardeil to the niaiui- 
factiirers of this "t.\ pe of craft and tbe.v 
have stated that tlieir vessel will have 
a qapaclty of tun cubic yards uu hour. 
Tiie Itobnitz murine rock oxcavating 
vessel is ntted with a groat steel 
petpendtcular at tlic bow, similar to 
tho big spuds wlilQli anchor a dredge 
In position. This wolprhs twenty tons 
and has a sliarp end, tliis lieing capa- 
ble of being reniovd and resliariKiied. 
The steel perpendicular is lifted liy a

It has been found nocessar.v for the 
work eonteinpl,i.led in Victoria to se- 
cure a new tireilge tender larger and 
more powerful than tlie Petrel and 
Princess, and plans have been pi'o- 
pared by .Mr. Baylield, who was con- 
nected with tlie Montreal harbor works 
before being sent to talce charge of the 
work in British Columbia by the de- 



partment of Public Works, for a new 
steamer for use as a dredge tender. 
T'hls vessel will he built in Britisli Co- 
lumbia. She will be u steel steamer 
wltii the following dimensions; Lengtli, 
92 feet over all; beam, 20 feet, and 
draught LO feet inches. Tlie vessel 
will be uf steel tlirougliout and will 
be a typical dredgo lender, dilXerent 
from any of the tugs now in use. Slio 
will be a new class of vessel to these 
waters, -tier machinery will consist of 
fore and aft compound onglnos, wltli 
cylinders 15 and ai' inches In dliimuter 
with 24 inch stroke; • The vves-.e! will 
be equipped with steam steering, elec- 
tric light, and other, requirements of 
modern steamers. 

Securing More Dredgers 

Beyond the construction of this 
steamer, for which the plans have been 
prepared, the officials of the Public 
AN'orks Department are known to lie 
considering the purchase at a cost ol 
appro.xlmately ?:!r.0,000, an elevator 
dredge for use In improving the !■ Irst 
Narrows at Vancouver. The elevator 
dredge dilCers from the suction, dipper 
and scraper dredgers already in use n 
British Columbia, being equipped with 
an endless eliain of buckets. 

Surveys liave been made ,by yol. 
Tracy of the First Narrows and plans 
have been prepared for tho dredging 
necessary there. There is at present 
a channel approximately 400 feet w de 
and this is to be widened by dredj, 
ing to 1,200 feet. This v;lll reciuire the 
taking away of 1,500,000 yards ot ma- 
terial. The work is estimat.'d to oc- 
cupy two years.

Superintendent Hu.ssoy wired Sheriff 
j \V. B. Grlffen, of .Mliia, notifying him 
I of tile arrest of James, and forwarding 
i an accurate description. li\ response 
came telegrams from Sherllf Griffen 
and afterwards that olllcer In person, 
with whom James left — protesting lu' 
nocence.

week tis to the manner in which top- 
ics bearing on corporation Interests 
would be handled. Another ?)Otent fac- 
tor in. quieting apiirchenslon on this 
score Is tho bolief that great mergor.s 
of trust companies are conleniph'iU'd 
by tho purchase of the Guaranty Trust 
t'ompany and llie liquilaiblc Life An- 
.suraiice .Sot'iety liy Iho Morgan inter- 
ests llii.'i wools. 'I'lie pursuance of tliiK 
policy li,\- so cniinenl a llgiiro in lln- 
linan'cial' woi-ld i.-^ taluni I" indicali- 
assuranco of inuiuiiiily from interfer- 
ence and comidence in tlie feasibility 
of llnancial ciuisolidations. 

'J'lie i-esuniptlon of aggressive mar- 
ket o])oriitions in U. S. Steel of a con- 
centrated character was ascribed to 
the general conlldcnce engendered by 
this feeling, and had a marked senti- 
mental effect on Iho whole inarl<ct. 
Reading furnished an effective h;ailcr 
for the rallroiid group, and was af- 
fected by renewed rumors of comin.!; 
Intori'st in the dividend dishusenient.

The Labor QuesUon ' 

Sir:— Capt. Clive PhiUlps-WoUcy has 
touched the "r.a\v spot" In the devel- 
opment of the province — the hish price 
ot labor. As I walk down Fort street 
at eleven o'clock and see tho swarm 
of boys and prlrls at the Central Scliool 
(and know tliilt there are perhaps oO 
or CO other schools with e(iual and 
some with greater numbers, in the 
Iirovince), merrily enjoyinf; tlielr fif- 
teen minutes' outdoor interval, I iniKl- 
Uato upon their future. For one fliid- 
ing tho means of livelihood today as 
these grow lip . there will l>o four or 
five. i ;:PbE ,.the8B chliareii .aro; .being 
educatetl to be sorhetlng more than 
"hewers of good and drawers, of ■ wit- 
ter." 'J'heir parents are every one of 
them ambitious for them — no prize too 
high for them In their ambition — even 
the bench or the senate orUhe;?lIeut.- 
iTovernorship of the province, and with 
justification. 

It Is certain llicn that none of them 
will contribute to the labor class. 1-Iow 
many of them will be able to con- 
tribute much In the employment o£ 
labor at. its present price and yet 
without employment of labor how are 
the industries of the province to bo 
tleveioppd to create openings tov their 
own empioymont? 

It is true that the order of human 
nature, as in all other of tho animal 
and vegetahlo ItiiiKdom in that tho 
limit of life removes tlie older to maUo 
room for tho younger, but when there 
are five younger coming on for tlie 
ono older departing, expansion only 
can make r-oom for the increase. AVe 
cannot as in. the order of Inferior ani- 
mals by cutting their tliroats or 
wringing their necks and converting 
the young .sheep Into ItWnb, . or the 
calf into veal, or tho fowl into a broil- 
er and keeping down the Incroaso in 
these orders stay the increase in liii- 
inan nature. What then? It is our 
lioundeii duty to create room in our 
world lor those coming after us. 

Already wo are told by no less an 
authority than Mr. J. Hill that tho 
people of the United States arc in 
iheasuroablo distance of starvation — 
that the country will not produce suf- 
ficient food stuffs to feed them, bc- 
causo of the greiat InereaBo in popula- 
tion. True his calculations may be all 
upset or at least deferred by Japan 
killing off a million or two In the 
coming war. 

Ijot us come to the root of tho mat- 
tor. The vicious system of responsible 
government ;ind manhood suffrage- 
has made politics simply a question of 
catching \-otes nnd each party in poli- 
tics outbids the other in .submission 
to the demands of labor until no other 
interest ,or, class receives any con- 
sideration and so tdoay this province 
sideratlon and so today this province 
to create farms, factories are not es- 
tablished, domestic life Is made more 
expensive than in any other part of 
the world. The remedy Is simple nnd 
in tlie. Inlerests of white labor abolish 
the $500 poll ta.x on Chinamen (to my 
mind they are a much more desirable 
class than .Tapancso or even some of 
the European races) and lot them 
come In any number, but debar them 
Irom owning land, or naturalization, 
and from all but the limited class of 
emijloyment that must have such 
cheap labor as white labor will not 
accept and let legislation define what 
class of labor they may be employed 
in, witli inipo.sltlon of penalties on kny 
ono employing them in anv but sucii 
restricted class of lalior. 

It la encouraging to know that ("an- 
tam ( ive-Phlllips M'olley is in such 
a wealthy and aristocratic correspond- 
ence circle— doubtles.-i there are others 
Who do not let us know it. Let us 
give them a lift In their effort.s in be- 
half of the province and enable them 
to- write their correspondents that 
an Income of ?5,000 a vear, plus the 
means of purchasing a home thev may 
come to live in Victoria. ^

is apt to lose sight, ' 

Streets have been graided and opened 
through, permanent sidewJilks have been lalid, 
while the older, dwellings have been furbished 
up in keeping with the general improved fdok 
of things. 

The number of residences have been in- 
creased thirty-three per cent ni.ion a cons;rva- 
tivc estimate' in this district alone, and build- 
ing is going on in every direction. 

The popularity of James Bay district is 
not ephemeral. Its proKimity to the city 
brings it into favor with those engaged in hissi- 
ncss. it is well ser\'cd Avitli street car, water, 
light and sewers. It is pre-eminently a resi- 
dential district, though doubtless llie grow th 
and advancement of Victoria will ii some dis- 
tant date demand the extension qf the dock- 
ing facilities in the outer harbor. 

The proximity of the district to llu- sea 
iliust render the district popular with all wlm 
lov'e old ocean.

Crabb Robinson in his Diary boldly de- 
clared that scarcely any of the finest passages 
.n "Macbeth" or "Henry \'I1I." or "Hamlet" 
delighted him so much as to read in Hoaden 
that on such an evening Mrs. Siddons played 
Lady McDeth, Queen Kathcrinc, or the Queen 
blether. I\Irs.~Clcnient Parsons' admirable 
monograph, the latest, the most exhaustive, 
and, we may hope, the last study of that "most 
marA-elous woman, to think of whom is now a 
greater enjoynient than to '^ec any other act- 
ress,"' ministers x'cry gratefully to that jias- 
.sionate regret for the old school of aciing 
which \vc contrive to run in harness with oiu" 
eagerness for inc new school of drauui. .Mrs. 
Parsons establishes finally tlie unimportant 
truths about the private Mrs. Siddons — her 
ultra-domesticity, her ponclerousness. due in 
great measure to what Mr. 11. B. Irving calls 
the "rather Cruintnles-like solenniily" of the 
^vbuK: Kendde family, her leanings toward> 
niggardliness, and that innate prudishness 
which led her to choose Isabella tor her first 
Shakespearean part and that forbade her 
Shakespeare's Cleopatra, "since she should 
hale herself if she should play the part as it 
ought to be played." Mrs. I'arsons extols the 
solid qualities of the incomparable English 
Sarah, with a lew sly digs at the fland)oyance 
<]f the e<|nally incomijarable I'Vcncli one. Mrs. 
Siddons criuld nc\-cr — so Mrs. Parsons asserts 
— have been as criminal as Sarah Bernhardt is 
in "I'liedrc," but we must do Mrs. Parsons the 
justice to say that she regards this as a limit- 
ation. 

In private life .Mrs. Siddi->ns was unap- 
l)roaeliable (Campbell talks genially of her 
"fiulge anil scilcnniity" ). ,'ind ibis, of course, is 
quite right. This cx;dtalioii of gre;it actors to 
a level abo\ c ordinary humanity is part ;uul 
parcel or the old theatre that is pas,sing away ; 
it is a shred of its glorious makc-bclieve, the 
last vestige of glamor that is left to the stage. 
.\nd it is difficult to believe that this, to some 
peo])le. senseless adulation is not liiunded on 
a power that acting has lost. W'c hear ol 
actors so terrified at iMlniund Kean that ilicv 
were tongue lied, so nlu^■ed I)}' Mrs. Siildons 
that their words were drowned. W'c have oin - 
selves, at onr own Theatre Royal, seen a .\a- 
nine overcome in such earnest at the dyinii; oi 
.Marguerite Ganthier tli.at she cc>uld nril ha\ e 
spoken. It is said that Clairon, when she a.d- 
vanced to the liKiiliglns. eould frighten the 
then siandinu pit into a reccdl ol se\ cral feel. 
This may or ina_\- nni Ije true — we ha\'e cmu'- 
scbcs l)ecn literally irigblencd (jut of llu; 
C/rand Guignul in I'aris — but i)erhaps a better 
test would be the number of great people wlu^ 
were compelled into the theatre whenever Mns. 
Siddons pinyeil. Reynolds. Burke, (iibbon. 
Sheridan. W'indli.am and l''o\ seem never t'l 
have been .alisent, biU tiien those wei'e Ihe 
])alniy clays ut the theain> when the 1 louse of 
Commons, led by I'ilt. ;ulji lurncd to see a per- 
formance of "I landel." 

The essential thing to note ;s lhat il was 
the player and not the play lhat people went 
to see. In those days the player had to stand 
the fire of a severe criticism that knew gijod 
acting from bad and was not afraid t(j >peak" 
up. "\^'e may hear of horsewhips, hut not o-f 
actions for libel. Mr. Siddtjus was described 
as a "damned rascally |)layer, though seem- 
ingly >i \fi'y ^"ivil fellow." .Actresses were told 
lliat they could not manage their arms or 
their voice — that their walk was "vulgar" or 
"low." But in return Avhat magnificent ap- 
preciation of the technical side of their art 
compared with the attention lavished today on 
the intellccliuil ! \.ouk at Voting's descrip - 
tion of Mrs. Siddons' walk across the stage 
when V'olumnia goes to meet the returning 
Coriolamis ; read Hazlitt, always beside hini- 
.self over M rs.i Siddons' technical transfigur- 
ation of the niost utt'cvirttbbish which intellec- 
tually could only Have' exposed. It is instruc- 
1 ive to turn over the pagesi^of these worthless 
old 'plays with their deeply cherished roles. 



Frederick , Reynolds has preserved for us the 
three lines lin which Mrs. Siddons was most

. . It will be noticed that these are lines to 
which the literat-y student would attach very 
little importance. Mrs. Trench, the mother 
of the Archbishop of Dublin, recalls a line 
from a i)lay of which the title and plot are 
alike forgotten : 

"There's gold for thee; but see my face lu) 
more," 

having reference, of course, to a servant who 
bad betrayed the heroine. Irving at once 
jumps into mind with his 

"ludas had eyes like thine, of candid blue," 
to the traitorous servant of "Charles 1." It 
is curious and instructive to note that, even 
in our own more intellectual day, it is by their 
rubbish and not by their classics that great 
actors arc remembered. Trviug's "I had a lime- 
kiln once" betters anything that has come 
down to us from his "1 lamlet." So, too, -Mrs. 
Siddons lived in the minds of the play,goers 
of her generation in her Mrs. Heverleys, Lady 
Kandoii)hs, Belvidej-as, aufl .Monimias. This, 
although her Lady .Macbeth is perhaps the 
most written-about piece of English aciing. 
We may take it that with the increase of sin- 
cerity in En.glish acting the faculty of trans- 
figuring rubbish has died away. 'I'hcre are 
still, at a pinch, llandcts and Richard the 
Thirds. Lady Teazles and f-^ady Macbetbs, Inil 
we doubt if" there is still a vSir Cdles Over- 
reach, a Mrs. Beverley, or a Mrs, llaller. Of 
course we ought to know that rubbish, does 
not deserve transfiguring, but books like Mrs. 
Parsons' "do tempt the weak-minded to take 
one longing, lingering, if surreptitious, look 
behind. 

Me would be a courageous manager wdio 
would put on Otway's "The Orphan," but we 
should go every night in the week to hear a 
Mrs. Siddons say the heavenly lines: 
"I'm hcrej who calls me? 
Methought I heard a voice 
Sweet as the shepherd's pipe upon the moun- 
tains. 

When all his little flock's at feed before him. 

When I'm laid low i' the grave and quite for- 
gotten, 

.May'si thou be hapj)y in a fairer bride! 
But none can ever love thee like Monimia. 
W hen I am dead — as presently I shall be, 
h'or the grini tyrant grasps my heart already — 
Speak well of me; and if thou find ill tongues 
Too busy with my t'ame, don't hear me 
wronged : 

'Twill be a noble justice to the memory

It is greatly to Mrs. Parsons' credit that she 
gives us an idea of how these lines "were .said. 
And to think that the ne^t generation, who 
may never have .seen Coc|uelin, Irving, and 
Bernhardt, can only learn from books what 
great acting was! There is some account oi 
Mrs. Siddons' nineteen years of rctiremenl, 
weary nights succeeding weary days. They 
were nineteen years of regrets. To Mrs. Sid- 
dems, as to all great players, the stage was all 
the world. To her and to her generation the 
acting was the play. And some of us do not 
hold this to have been entirely villainous. — 
J. E. A. ^

'J'he idea of poisoning all the mendjcrs of 
the Government and their chief supporters 
has probably not occurred to the gentle minds 
of Mrs. Pankhurst and her active lady allies, 
I feel sure; that they would -reject the scheme 
Svith moral indignation, ahd'also because it is 
hardly practicable. If the Suffragettes invited 
the i&overnment to dine at the Sav(jy the 
chances are that the invitation would be de- 
clined, so suspicious is man. But it w-ould be 
impossible to bribe all the cooks of the Min- 
istry to do what is needed, wdiilc even if a 
general invitatioti werd accepted by Mr. As- 
quith and his allies the deaths of all the men 
at the banquet and the continued good health 
of the gentle ladies could not but excite sus- 
picion. 

W^e ha\'e, however, in ancient Rom;in his- 
tory an event closely analogous to the jjoison- 
ing of a udiole Government by female politi- 
cians. Livy tells the story in his Book VIII., 
chapter iS, and it i.s, dated in 331 B.C. Livy 
found it in the old chronicles of Rome, the .An- 
nals, and he gives it "under all reserves." be- 
cause it is such an unpleasant and imiirobable 
tale, at least so Li\-v thought. 

The first men in the city, old ])oIilical hands 
land nobody else ;is far as we learn), were al- 
most all dying of similar diseases. On this a 
maid-servant went to the proper Alagistrata 
ami i)romised to explain the circumstances if 
she were promised a free pardon. The Sen- 
ate granted her terms', and she <lenounced 
many matrons on a char,ge of brewing poisons. 
About tweiity of these ladies were examined, 
the stuff was found in their jjossession, and 
two of them, patricians, declared that the 
drugs which they brewed were perfectly 
wholesome. The maid then challenged them to 
drink what they had brewed ; the ladies con- 
sulted each other; they all drank, and all died. 
About a hundred and se\-ent>- other matrons 
were then tried and condemned, probably to 
death. .' ':' 

,Princij)a.l ponaldson, of .St. .Atidrews, as 
qitoted by M. Salomon Rcinach, appears to re- 
gard these. Roiuan matrons as a kind of early 
Siiffi'iagettes.V- T^ M. Reiriach's trans- 

la,tion', fi^oni "Woman.'' by the Principal, he 
says: -"The Romans probably knew very well 
why the women had recourse to such violent" 
measures, and that they were not inclined to 
submit to male tyranny without making an 
effort to end it in one \vu.\ or another." 1 low 
their condition could be improved by- ])oison- 
ing all the magistrates is not very obvious, 
says. M. Reinach, wfliQ . little understands the 
sex. When l6vely'\v'oman stoops to foll3% and 
l)olitics. she thinks first of revenge, and her 
behaviour is not always reasonable but* rather 
delirious. .M. f^einach prefers to sui)])osc, and 
I agree with him, that the ladies accused were 
innocent .and Ivivy himself guesses that the 
season was ludiealthy, at least to leading pob- 
licians, and that the denouncing maid, as one 
may„ state the case, was a sort of Titus Oates 
and invented' the conspiracy. But what did 
really hajipen? M. Rcinach points out that 
the iadies could oidy poison their husbands, 
brothers, and snns. But we are not told thai 
the women executed \vere all wives, sisters and 
mothers of magistrates, though, in fact, the 
maid was most lilcely to select such women. 
.\gain, it is not said, according to M. Reinach, 
that the poisons were beverages ; but if tij.ey 
were not drinkable, the women could not have 
drunk them. We must remember, I think, that 
Livy's authorities were not mere traditions (as 
-M. RiMuach appears to assume), but were an- 
nals, chronieles of the e\-ents o\ each year, like 
our .Xnglo-Saxon Chronicle, .\gain, .M. Kein- 
;ich argues, the ladies would not ba\c said 
that the bell-broth was wholesome, but that il 
was to be used as a cosmetic, or as poison for 
mischievous animals fsay rats). .Madeleine 
Smith gave both of these explanations to ac- 
count for her 0])en purehase.s of arsenic. It 
is not ]jrobable th.-it either excuse would ha\-e 
satisfied the Roman Senate, and the story, 1 
think, means that the women ]ireferred suicide 
to ail}- jjleasingly cruel mode of death which 
might ha\-e been in\ eiiU'(l for them by the .^en- 
ate. Thus considered, ihe story is hardly "a 
series of psychological impossibilities." 

M. Reinach, ha\ ing brok-eii up the tale, an- 
;d}ses its elements: ( i ) .\ nmuber ol ruling 
Romans die of an ein'demic : the W'TUien dun't. 
This might be, he s;i\-s, because the men. li\- 
ing out of dodrs, drank casual water, bad 
water, w Idle the w ater in the house,'- was good. 
But surely, in that case, the epidemic would 
have equally smitten men in all ranks of life, 
and we oidy hear of deaths among im|X)rtant 
functionaries of State. This appears irrecon- 
cilable with the theory of bad casual water. 
(2) Popular fancy would susjjeel the [jcrsons 
will I di<l lit it suffer, the wnmei!. ihougli as we 
do nut, hear that shu'es suffei'ed, the}- were 
just as likely to be suspected. llo\ve\'er, there 
ha\ e always been many more women than men 
accused of witchcraft (owing to no votes for 
women); and tlic witches in Theocritus, Apu- 
leius. and Horace arc never warIock.s, are al- 
ways women. In Rome, says .M. Rcinach. 
"they are not accused of pcjisoning the wells, 
but of m.'ikin,g 'magical drugs.' " Livy's wen-ds. 
on the otluM' hand, ;ire ea \-enena, "these pui- 
sons," ;dso nu'dii'amenta el alia recondita, the 
last term mi.ght include magical drugs. Xow 
(here is, M. Rcinach points out. a case of epi- 
demic at Milan, in 1630 . The po])ular belief 
was that certain uuguenis, apj^lied to wells, 
would poison the ])ublie. People suspected of 
sorcery Avere reported to ha^-e arrived from 
Madrid; a man was seen rubbing his fingers 
on a wall; he was arrested, tortured, a.:id ae- 
cuscfl e\-ery one in Milan wdn-se n.nnes he 
knew, as jjoisoners. They were tortured, and 
they accused a. druggist, and he .was tortua'cd 
into a confession, ahd was put to an ill death. 
This is a close parallel to the Roman story: 
the Roman ladiec, howe\-ci", evaded torture, 
had it been legal (ami if not the law might 
be stretched), by drinking their own hell- 



broth. But, as we cannot believe that..,tlicy. bad 
brewed any such "browst," Mr. ReinacHiin- 
geniously suggests that, in fact, they were put 
to the ordeal by poison. This is not uncom- 
mon in modern Africa. If you drink the stufl , 
and arc innocent you do not .suffer ; if 'guilty, 
you die, qv at least suffer a good deal. Tiiis 
ordear was, _,in fact, tried in Rome, says M. 
Reinach', bilt '"the progress of manners, for- 
getting the ordeal, retains only the punish- 
ment" (talion). This would be an excellent 
theory if Livy's authority had been the mere 
tradition of his more civilized age. But that 
is not his authority. He quotes annals, and 
these I presume were contemporary records of 
each year. All His sources, he says, do not con- 
tain the story, which is natural enough. You 
might find things in a "Diurnal'' of the time 
of j\fary Stuart, which are omitted by the au- 
thor of another diurnal. In fact, Livy sa}.-s that 
the annals differ as to the name of the second 
Consul of the }-ear of the e\-eiits, 331. Jf the 
annals, then, were contemporary-, the nature of 
the ordeal could not have been forgotten, 
through lapse of time, by the contemporary 
annalist. This was the first (recorded) case of 
a trial by poison in Rome, says Livy. More- 
over, .M. Rcinach cites two kiiuls of oidcals in 
I-ioman use. Neither could injure the life or 
health of the accused. He sees the objection 
that we have no proof of the use of the ordeal 
by poison at Rome, atid the- u.se of a crust of 
bread over which a charm has been sung is 
not a case of poison, but of detection -through 
suggestion ; and the evidence even for the en- 
chanted crust is very late, in a commentator 
on Horace. In Greece we have one case of an 
ordeal by drinking the blood of a bull. You 
would need to drink a good deal of it before 
it^ killed you, and thi.s ordeal could be made 
favorable or not, by the administrator. But 
the ordeal of 331 was universally fatal. Thus, 
though in various places, as in .Africa, ordeal 
by poison is used, the facts cannot be cited 
as proof of its existence in Rome. .\or can 
any ordeal be universally fatal, for the feeblest 
mind must see that no innocent could escape. 
The essence of the ordeal is that sometimes it 
does not produce injurious effects. In short, 
the old Roman mystery needs another explan- 
ation. Of course, if the annals were not made 
in each year, but were mere late records of 
tradition, the case is different. •

Art of Cooking 

A Season of Neglect. 

Why have En.glishwomen lost the art of 
cooking ? In spite of all the endeavors made 
to inspire interest, and to encourage the house 
keepers - of .the land to improve the, food slip- : 
plies of their- lipuleiwli^i-l^^ no sufec^^-^ 
suits, it seemsj/'strange that so, fcw..\vojri,e^^^^ 
comparatively.'; speaKinj^. show'-- .> this slightest s 
taste for the cuiiharyi art ;at all. - "So matiy men • 
go abroad now to sec how things are donc/iiij 
other, countries, that they are bound 'ohrtlici|Pt. 
return to compare the poverty qf their own' 
tables with the luxury of those 'they- havcf". en- - 
joyed as they have wandered round in France, 
German)', or Italy, ahd rejoiced in hospitality. 
Plotel cooking is practically the same all the 
world Qvcr, because the hotelkeeper realizes 
the importance of a good chef, and he, what- 
ever his nationality, is cosmopolitan; it is the 
Englisluvoman, and site alone, and of the pres- 
ent gcneraiion, pi-acticall}% who has ceased to 
consider her kitchen within the province of her 
care and attention at all. 

There are endless little dishes which might 
very well be enjoyed in a middle-class house- 
hold if the mother of tjic family played less 
bridge, for example, or concerned herself less 
about affairs into which she need not ti-oublc 
to enter at all, and thou.ght more about her own 
sphere — viz., the household. How many" houses 
are there in London now-, in which the mother 
is of the present day where a pot of special 
jelly made in the home would be provided as 
a dainty ?. How many are there where the home- 
made cake is anything but a lump of dull, un- 
wieldy dough? A" child once called on her 
grandmother. Grandmother's cook had made 
a cake, and a piece of it was given to the little 
one, "That cake was excellent," said the critic 
of ten ; "I could have lunched on it altogether. 
It was so stodgy and so filling!" Such a com- 
ment is a somewhat far cry from the dainty- 
cakes and tempting little pastries of old-time 
English housekeepers. 

Simple and Tasty Dishes. 

The market' is literally groaning with vcgc-, 
ables, yet no one ever uses a special dish of 
these. They are always served with the meat, 
and with white sauce — that is,- flour and skim- 
med milk — which invariably decorates them, 
and utterly destroys their flavor. What aboiit 
a cauliflower au gratin? There is nothing in 
the world more easily made or more appetis- 
ing, while it is full of nourishment. The cauli- 
flower is simply boiled and placed in a dish to 
be covered with melted cheese, mixed with a 
little milk, and nicely seasoned. If served in 
an earthenware jar, where silver is not in use, 
this dish is sure to be a favorite , while one is 
tired of the sight of that same old cauliflower 
with its white sauce. 

Macaroni cheese is rarelv made properly, 
because the English housekeeper is loo econo- 
mical in the matter of butter and cheese. The 
macaroni must be boiled tender in salted wat- 
er. It is then drained, and placed in a deep 
dish w-hich has been well buttered. A layer of 
macaroni should be used, a layer of Gruyere 
cheese, a layer of Parmesan, some pieces of 
butter, pepper and salt, repeating these layers 
alternately until the dish is full. Pieces of 
butter are then laid on top with a powdering 
of browned breadcrumbs, and the whole is 
browned with a salamander or in the oven. It 
is a comparatively cheap dish for the excellent 
nourishment it contains. Chestnuts are rare- 
ly served, and a dish of good chestnuts roasted 
in a special perforated utensil would probably 
be appreciated. W^hen this perforated utensil 
is not handy, a stone pipkin can be utilized. The 
cook must slT.ghtIy wet the nuts to prevent 
them burning, and then she keeps turning and 
shaking them w-hilc they roast. I\Iost people 
are a-ivare that they must be cut across before 
any attempt is made at cooking them. A puree 
of boiled chestnuts is delicious, when whipped 
cream is served on top. Marrons glaces are 
easily made, too. for any simple cookery book 
will tell exactly the temperature at which the 
brittle sugar to cover them ought to be used. 
A Neat Dinner. 

At the Food and Cookery Exhibition, some 
very well-planned little dinners were shown by 
ladies Avho competed. One of these specimen 
meals, for a family of four, costing four shil- 
lings, might be quoted: "Italian soup, haddock 
])atties, braised mutton cutlets, eggs and spin- 
ach, baked banana creams and cheese fondues." 
The materials are simple enough, and none of 
the dishes demands over-elaboration. The cas- 
serole is not half enough used in England, and 
few women even realize that meat which iniglit 
. not be tender when roasted, if properly manag- 
ed in the casserole, becomes most satisfactory. 
Combinations of meat and poultry with a few 
oysters, vegetables — including mushrooms, 
and, indeed, anything the cook fancies — may 
vary the monotony of the daily meal, and are 
not at all beyond the average purse. A^'cgeta- 
blc saiacLs arc scarcely- ever served, and 3-et in 
Paris, there is a little restaurant, wdiere even 
: nijlli.onaires go specially to eat a vegetable 
salad. Any vegetables may be used, such as 
boiled peas, or asparagus tops when in season, 
but now moderate people would use carrots, 
scraps of boiled cabbage, beet root?, tomatoes, 
beans, potatoes, and so on, according to taste. 
The dressing ought to be oil and vinegar, or 
cream for people who prefer it. Sardines may 
be the basis for endless little dainties, easily 
made, but simply heated and put on pieces 
of tapst. they are apctizing savouries. Eggs 
too,; althpugk;thcy cost a good deal at pres- 
ent;'' may ''be- ihade a decided addition to the 
dinner table. They ought to be boiled hard 
and cut carefully in half, lengthwise. The 
yolks arc taken out. beaten with a little 
cream, and a gootl deal of seasoning, includin.g 
strong pepper from the castor, and then filled 
into the halves.

The. barbarian's suspicions were .not 
unfounded, for Boetius and the whole Senate 
very naturally preferred to live under a civil- 
ized jurisdiction, and did all ihcy could to 
overthrow the power of the Ustrogotli.

The covetousness, Avhosc reprobation 
in the last of the Conuuandments was intended 
as a com])endium lo embrace the whole,' has 
honeycombed our noble life, public and pri- 
vate The amassing of riches not f(-jr use only, 
for disjilay, vulgar beyond belief — the sc|uan- 
dering of riches, not for good but for evil, to 
gratify jaded appetites which never at their 
freshest craved anything but evil or folly, 
marks the lowest level of the shopkceidng in- 
tellect. You believe in the development of 
man; but you only look to his material dcvcl- 
opn-icnt. I look for his com|dete de\eloj)mcnt. 
material and spiritual. .As he has ad\-anced 
through the countless ages since God breathed 
into him the breath of life, and by leading him 
along the lines of physical dcvelo])menl to a 
station in creation where the physical evol- 
tion gave place to the ever-increasing psychi- 
cal development; so I believe he is dcstined 
to continue this psychical or spiritual growth, 
increasing its power as the ages pass and 
mounting higher and higher in si)irilual knowl- 
edge, until he shall attain a degree of perfec- 
tion that we only think of now as part of the 
divine. \Vt see the poet and the saint living- 
today in. an atniosphcj-c wholly distinct from 
the gross materialism of common humanity.

(liffusion of knowledge, as well as of food — 
the gro\vlh of intellectuality. .'And as this 
comes think 3-ou that nian will' not rise high- 
er? 'A grtat reservoir is being lapped and 
from it will flow,' in- the future; rich streams 
to fertilize the Avhole of humanity. • Aspirations 
will leap higher and higher, and the avIioIc 
race in time Avill receive new light, new power, 
new environments, with an ever-widening 
horizon, and a vast infinitude of spiritual truth 
as the field for the soul's exercise"

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JAPANESE WOMEN AND WESTERN 
MUSIC. 

Japanese women have taken to. western 
music to a far greater extcnl than the Japan- 
ese men ; and some of the female voices have 
developed qualities that^ can .compare favor- 
ably with singers in the west, according to 
Dcmpo, writing from Tokio, to the Xew- York 
i'osl. .At the Tokio .Acadcifiy of .Music the 
course of sludy is divided into three [jaris, 
preparatory, principal and post-graduate, with 
special elective courses for associate students 
and those from normal schools. The princi- 
pol course is devoted to vocal and instrumen- 
tal training and musical composition; it occu- 
l)ies three years. ,AI1 modern inslrun-ients- are 
taught as \vell as the more practical of the na- 
tive inslnmienls, and some of the latter, espe 
cially the koto, have found a remarkablv wide 
range of expression under modern inspiration. 
Forty instructors are engai'd in the academ\-. 
four or five of them being foreigners. Tlie 
number of students at present is about 500, 
Avhich is less than the nnnd)er of applicant.^ 
who have had to be excluded on account of 
deficiency in accommodation. In addition lo 
the work done at this institution there are a 
number of foreigners in Tokio teaching music 
in :i ijrivate capacity, and finding a rcadv in- 
terest among the population the capita'l.

it is a fact perhaps. jiol know-u by many that 
the number of blind persons in the world is 
greatly on the decrease. This happy condi- 
tion has been brought about by applied niediv 
cal knowledge. Our b.wn country could hardly 
funiish us a fair example of this; but wc can 
readily find abundant proof of the fact in .all 
of the' older countries of Europe In the Unit- 
ed Kin.gdom for example, there are at present; 
about 35,000 blind persons, a number in no 
way to ije conipared with that of a few yeans 
ago, ami not only is this decrease apparent; but 
the conditions of people suffering from the af- 
fliction is not nearly so. pathetic as it'lias been 
in the ptist. 

.Several reasons are advanced for the dim- 
inution in the mmdi)er of sightless persons. 
In the first place the large majority of those 
afflicted date their Iroubics from infancy and 
childhood. Nearly every mother today has 
been taught that if the baby is properly treated 
and every regard. paid to hygiene, iufan.t. blind- 
ness would be an unheard-of thing.' Aga'iri, in 
the matter (;f tlie blindness of. childhood, the 
makuK- is usually the result of hereditary ten- 
dencies w-hich. gi\ en the right sort of treat- 
ment, can be entirely overcome. Thus we are 
told by physicians that in the future, when 
blindness docs appear, it will be an afflictidn 
of adult life oidy, and those who siiffer'from it 
• will not become a burden upon their friends or 
the community. Indeed, there nrc some occu- 
pations in wdiich the Idind arc distinctly su- 
jierior to their sighted competitors. 'The col- 
leges t'or the Idind recently established in Eng- 
land have given abundant proof of this, and' 
mention amopg many of the occupations in 
Avhich'the 'blind have distinguished themselves, 
the tuning of musical- -instruments, "A'^crbatim 
reporting, and type-writing.

AMERICA AS IT IS, AND IS TO BE 

Thg appearance of "The Promise of .Am- 
erican Life," hy Herbert Croly, suggests at 
once iVn-cc's "The American Commonwcalth." 
Since the publication of that classic there has 
been nothing to coiupare with ^Ir. Croly's 
study of American political conditions and tcn- 
deiicies. Unlike the great English critic, ho\v- 
evcr, Mr. Croly's aim is not merely analysis 
and description. He aims to provide a s'uffi- 
cient basis in theory for the programme of a 
nationalized democracy, to demonstrate that 
.American democrac}- can trust its welfare lo 
the dictates ijf its national interest, to recui- 
cile the ideals of democratic liberty and na- 
tional strength. In the accomipHsluncnt of 
this task, he provides us' With a' bniriant' and 
penetrating review of past history arid.p"rcscnt 
conditions, arriving from conservative prem- 
ises at conclusions which will doubtless aj)- 
])ear radical to many. Though one' may dis- 
agr<;e with the results, ho^v■e\-et■, no one can 
ipiestioii the intellectual ]iower of the argu- 
ment. Xot the least interesting portion of the 
work' is devoted to the work and character of 
foui* noted reformers, Jerome', Hearst, Bryan 
and Roosevelt.

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THE CRIMEAN WAR. ; 

In 1849. ^I^c Tsar Xicholas. imi)n.',-sc(l willi 
:i great sense 01 the military prt)\vcss ol" Kus- 
sia, tliouj^iit tiio lime had cunio lor tiie cxliiu-- 
tion of Ihe Turi^ish einijire in Eurojic, and lu; 
proposed to tiie iJritish ambassador al St. 
i 'etcrsburj:^ a ])lan foi^ the di\'ision of 'i'urkcy 
■ between the Powers. Tlii.s was rejected, and 
the Tsar thereupon sought for a pretext lo 
justify the invasion of the Sultan's territory. 
A dispute having arisen between France antl 
■Russia, relative to the rights of the Latin and 
Cireek cluirches in respect lo certain places, 
llieTsai- proclaimed a i)rtitcctorate over all the 
adherents of tiie Orcek chnixh in Turkey, and 
to enforce liis claim, .sent an army into the 
Danistrau principalities. The vSultan sought 
to avoid \va., l)ut as the Tsar refused to retire, 
war was declared on October 4, 1S53. 'iMie 
first act of the Rus.sians was to destroy the 
Turkish fleet at SiiioiJe. a port on the South- 
ern shore of the Black Sea. Tiic Turks were 
able, however, to resist the 'J'sar's land forces, 
and in the spring of 1S54. Great llrilain and 
r'rance came to the Sultan's assistance, land- 
ing a force at Varna, in what is now Bulgaria. 
Tliere A\as not niucli serious fii,duing, ;uul 
when .Austria sent a force into the Danubian 
province, both the British d P'rcnch govern- 
ments ordered their commanders to invade the 
Crimea. Lord Raglan, the British command- 
er, and Marshal St. Arnaud, who led the 
French troops, believed this a mistaken line of 
polic)', but no course w^as open to them but to 
obey. Raglan was undoubtedly a fine soldier. 
Ifc had ser\'ed under Wellington in the Penin- 
sula and at Waterloo. St. Arnaud was a veri-' 
table soldier of fortune, which fpiality, doubt- 
less, commended him to Napoleon ill. In 
obedience to the orders of their respective 
governments, the two commanders embarked 
their troops, and sailing across the Black Sea. 
landed near the mouth of the .Alma, a little 
river in the Crimea. The landing was unop- 
poseil. hut the ne.xt day ihc allied forces came 
info c-illision with the Russians luidcr Prince 
Ifenshik-off. This was on September 20, 1834. 
Tlve British force numbered 27,000. the French 
:22,oop, and there were about 60,000 'i\irks on 
the field. The Russian force numbered about 
45,00,0, but it had tlie advantage of position. 
The brunt of the fighting fell upon the British 
force, and the troo))s acted with conspicuous 
g.lllantry. .\ftcr a hard-tought day, the Rus- 
sians retreated. Lord f-iaglan wi,<hed to fol- 
low in pm-suit, but St. .\rnaud refused to ad- 
vance, and thus the battle was barren of re- 
hultri. The Pu^sians shut themselves up in 
Sebastopol, where they were prepared to with- 
stand a long defence. The victory at Alma 
was magnified out of all proportion to its ini 
iiortancc, doubtless because of the fact that 
it was the first occasion since Waterloo, thirtv 
nine years bel'ore, since a Pritish furce li.ul eii- 
countercd a civilized foe. and ilic n;ition \va> 
Jubilant to Icarn that the old fiohlini^- spirit- 
was yet ali\e. 

'Ihc ficlay in the advance ui the .illies c'-ive 
ihe Jvussians lime to sink ships off the haH)or 
of Sel)astoi)ol, SI. that ulicn. (.•arly in (October, 
an attempt was made ro destrov'ihe defences 
by bombardment, the ships could not get near 
enough to the forts to do anv material dam- 
age. The allies .settled ihciiiselves down f. 
take the city bv siege, which lasted until vSep- 
tembcr 11, 1855. The story of this siege is not 
i>ne ihal reflects credii upon cither of the na- 
ti.jiis concerned. The ['Russians, alth.MiL,di rhcv 
had tlic adeantagc of the a.-sistance ol'T.^dU"- 
l)en, an eii.q-meer ..f unusual genius, in [jrepar- 
ing their fortifications. m;ide a fjoor defence, 
and missed more than one opportunitx- oi rout- 
ing the allies: the latter displayed almost an 
entire lack of military skill. So far as actual 
fightmg went, the French made rather a poor 
showing, chiefly from inactivity; but on the 
Prilish^ .side there were some feais of .splendid 
valor. The management of the war was abom- 
inable. The Pritish war departnu'iit seem> 
to have run the whole gamut of possible blun- 
ders. Supplies were sent to the wrong points, 
medical stores were delayed in transit, or al 
lowed to lie al point.s hundreds ni miles Ir.jm 
where they were needed: pr(wisions were .■^eiii 
forward with the greatest imaginable irregu- 
larity. In fact, the whole commissariat broke 
down. .\n illustration of the inefficiencv of 
the department, often cited, was ihc shipment 
of Ihou.sands ,.f |„,oi.s— all for the left fool. 
Deaths from wounds were manv. ;md cholera 
and typhus look a terrible i,,ll i,', the ir.'iiehes. 
The winter of 1834-35 xvas -^evere, and the >ni- 
Icrings of the men in the treiiclic.- and in the 
icnts were cxccedingiy .severe. Yet through it 
all, the soldiers maintained tlieir splendid 
courage, and were able to add to the roll of 
British victories two names that will never be 
I'orgotten. One of those is Balaclava; the oth- 
i.- InkermtLii. 

llalaclava is a port near the southern end 
of ih.e Crimea. Were the P.iitisli ships made 
their renflezvous, and on October 23, 1S34, a 
Russian l'i.>rce of 12,000 men left .Scba.sto|)ol 
and cajitured some redoubts commanding the 
port, which ,a small detachment of Turks had 
been ordered t(.) defend. They then advanced 
to attack the port itself, but General Scarlett, 
by a magnificent charge of the Meavy Cavali v. 
frustrated their attempt. It was during ihi ~ 
battle that the famous Charge of the Light 
Brigade occurred. Why this was orclered, or 
whether it \y;is e\-er ordeied, will never be 
known, for the aide who deliyered the instruc- 
tions lo i^ord Cardigan fell during the charge. 
That Lord R.'iglan did not direct if is known, 
but no sal isfaclof}' e.\plaii;ilion has e\'er been 
given of the reason why 670 men cluarged an 
armj' in position.. Therc^Alfas a battery of :u- 
tillcry in front and on cacfi side of them, but 



they cut their way through and rt)uted the 
Ivussian cavalry beyond. Xut being support- 
ed, they were obliged to retrace their steps 
and only 168 men reached the safety of the 
liritish lines. 

The biitlle of Inkerman was fought ten 
tiays later, that is, on .November 5. The Rus- 
sians made a night attack on the allies. There 
i.5 no doubt that they expected to sweep them 
from their positions, and they were numerical- 
ly strong' enough lo do so. Once more the bur- 
den of the fight fell upon the Pritish. who bore 
nobly, although later the iM-ench came to their 
assistance, and the Russians were repulsed. 
Inkerman is alvva3's spoken of as "the soldiers' 
l)attle." 

A battle took place at Tchernaya, where 
the Russians, w'erc also repulsed. This fight 
is chiefly remarkable lor the fact that the 
Sardinian contingent ijarlieipaled in it, where- 
by the troops of \ ictor Fmnianuel accjuirecl a 
l)restige which contributi'd no little to the snb- 
secpieiit unification of Italy. 

Sebastopol was not actually taken Ijv th.c 
allies, although the iM-ench did capture the 
.Malakoff tower. ( )n Se|Uember ,s. ihe Kritisii 
'force sent against the Redan also look that 
work, but, being absolutely unsupported, were 
compelled to retire. By what species of mon- 
umental stuiiiclity Cencral Sim])son. who sue 
ceeded to the ccnnmand after the lamented 
death 01 Lord i'lagl.-in, seni so iii;ide(piate a 
force to assault thr Redan cannot Ije e.xidained. 
lu one of the pri\ ate letters sent from the front, 
it was stated thai he sent one battalion of re- 
crnits to the assault as a piinishment for insub- 
ordination. The rapture of the Malakoff and 
the realization by the Ru.ssians that the Fng- 
lish had only to attack the Redan in force to 
take it. and then have the city at their mercy, 
caused the Russians to evacuate the city, 
w hich they set 01, fire, so that when the allies 
entered ihev fecund only heajis of ruins. 

There was no further fi.L;luing, bul the liri- 
tish army was i)m in a si)leiidid state of effici 
ency, so much .so, that when l-'raiue hesitated 
about exacting certain conditions from Rus- 
sia, as the price of peace, Lord Palmerslon de- 
clared his intention to carry on the war alone. 
This prove unnecessary, and a treaty of peace 
was signed at Paris in 1836. Py it the ambi- 
tions were temporarily crushed.' and in consi- 
deration of the help 'of the PoVvers Turkey 
(promised various reforms, i'.ui the onlv per- 
manent result was the unification of llalv.

11. K. Chesterton, one of the keenest critics 
of the day, although his inetliod of dealim;'

called si)irilism i> deri\e(l from e;iMial obser- 
vation, or from reading of ihe experience (.1 
"ther.s._ There is not tiie leasl doubt that the 
scientific investigation of psychic phenomena 
has led to very unexpected results. The late 
Pfoiessor l<oml)roso acknowledged that he had 
become s;itsified of the reality i,f ih.- phenom- 
ena investigated by him. and lie \ ery reluctant- 
ly accejilcd a ,-pirit the ouly m'e.aiis of ae- 
cuuniing for lliem. AiiLin^;' oilur dismi- 
giiished persons, who .admit the reality of ihe 
phenomena, although it is perhaps loo much 
lo say that they believe in the work of spirits, 
we find such names as :\farconi, F!an.nnarion, 
Lodge, Wallace and Crookes, to mention onlv 
some of those with which ilu- public are mo.st 
familiar. The presence of Sir Wdli.am Crookes 
111 such ;i company i> e.aleu l,-u,ed lo arrest ;n- 
leiilion, for of all the scientiiie iiu-est i,L;-;Uors 
of the day, he is perhaps the most careful. In 
any olht-r department of investigation the opin- 
ion of Sir William would he regarrled as of 
great value, and the result of his experiments 
would be accepted without (|iu'siion. 

In approaching the subject of spiritism. Sir 
William adopU'd the scienlific method, and 
took precautions t,, elimin.aU' all possibility of 
fraud and collusion, lie had the experiments 
carried out in his own house, and in the bright- 
est glare of electric lights. He experimented 
with several mediums, the best known (jf them 
being I). 1). Heme. One of Ihc principal tests 
w;is Willi an accordeon. For this purpose he 
eonstrucled a cage with lic^ops .and wrapped 
around it fifty yaids of copper wire. In this 
he (ilaced an aceordeoii, ;uid pl;iced the wheile 
under his dining-i-oom lable. The e;i;re w;is 
purposely made just high eiujugh to fit'' under 
the table,. and a hand could not be •inserted 
above it and beneath the table. He placed the 
e.ige and the accordeon in position iiimsell. 
Theieupon, to qu<jte„liis unrds, "very soon the 
accordeon was seen by those on each side to 
he wavin;; alxnil in a somewhat curious man- 
ner; then sounds came from il and fiii;illy sev- 
iTal lujtes were pl.ayed in succession. 'While 
this was going on, my assistant went under the 
table and reported that the accordeon was ex- 
panding and contracting. Presently the ac- 
cordeon was seen liy those 011 the other side to 
move about, (jseillating. going round and rouiul 
the cage .and playing ;il the s.ame time."

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A CENTURY OF FICTION 

George Eliot 
This great writer may be said to have fairl}- 
represented the age in which she worked, the 
third quarter of tlie nineteenth century. This 

period of lime h;is been styled an age of toler- 
ance, religious, scii'iilific and |)hilosophical. 
The Chnrcli of Rome, for inslance, had come 
under the softenin.g influence of Cardin;ils 
Xew.n:m aiul .Manning, and was bi-ou,L;ht near- 
er to the .Anglican bocly. Darwin, .Alill. Spen- 
cer and Huxley represented .Agnosticism, 
which cult was granted social recognition. The 
phil"osoi)h3' of Augiistc Compte was given ex- 
pression through his P'tiglish exjionenls — a 
philosojjhy of 1 1 unianilarianism, which lost 
nothing, but rather gained in breadth, ihrough 
the genius of its interpreters, ("n'or.ge l\!iol 
was a social philosopher; and an exj)oiient of 
the school of Idealism rather than th;ii of Re.ii-

mierred rniher than iiroved. The only evt- produced no other result. She did not begin 



(leiicc of such a period is the rude flints and

her career as a novelist until she was thirty- 
seven; up to that lime her work h;td bein 
along the lines of criticism, tr.aiislation and 
essay-writing.

Her next attempt in ibis direction was tviuhvi.g 
Fcuerbach's " Fssence of Christianity." Spino- 
za's "P'.lhics" she began lo translate, bi\t never 
, finished il. She was always an indefatigalile 
and conscientious worker and her' own haid- 
est taskmaster, though her father supervised 
her earliest writings. The influence of her. 
father, who was the prototype of Adam Bede, 
was a jiotent factor in the dcyelojmi'mt (-..f her 
character. He was an essentially uprigiil, fair- 
minded and ))ractical man, his'daugh'ler ^.vas 
devoted to him and ne\ er v, holly "recovered 
from the effects of his tieath, 

George Eliot (Marian Evans) was born in 
W^arwickshire, on November 22, 1819 She 
was enabled through her father's position lo 
mingle in many different classes of socjety, 
from the humble lo the ])roud. He was a laud 
agent, and among other properties had the 
handling of several of the large estates of the 
nobility. Marian as a child made friends with 
w ise discrimination, but with no regard to the 
s( .ci;d status of her associates. Tenclerest .sym- 
paihy and an instinctive imderslanding of her 
kind was fostered from the beginning' in her, 
traits ol character which always distinguished 
her and enabled her in later years to give to 
the w-orld the splendid ch;iracler studies of 
.Adam Pede, Daniel Dcronda, I'eli.x Hull. 
Silas Warner, Gwendoline, Romola, Doroihea 
and a host of otlfers that must slaiid among the 
best types of literature. The possession of 
these (|ua!ities also broadened, strengthened 
and sweetened her own nature so that as time 
went (Jii her influence for good over those with 
w-hom she came in contact was practically un- 
bounded. 

1 1 was not until afler the death of her father 
that she began to form associates among the 
most famous literary people of the lime."^ She 
was thirty ,vcars old when she became sub- 
editor of the Westminster Review, and en- 
tered the home of Doctor John Chapman. 
^Vhile here she formed one of a brilliant co- 
terie, wdiieh included Herbert Spencer, John 
Oxonford. James and Harriet Alartineau, Em- 
erson, and George Henry Lewes. 

I'ive years later after painful and mature 
deliber;iti(jn, she took the step for w-hich .so 
many have censured her. George Lewes had 
been separated from his wife for some time, 
but there had been no divorce, and according 
to the laws of Church and State he was still 
bound to her. But he loved Miss Evahs, and 
her love for h{ni was so suprieme, thnit'slUlfiiVas 

- ready to renounce her name, her position, her" 
iriemls, for his sake. She went to his home and 
became his wife, and as long as he lived was 
tenderly devoted to him and' a faithful mother 
to his children. The two left England at first 
and lived for some time in Berlin, bul upon 
their return home they were afforded a glad 
welcome by their friends, and the old amicable 
c.ndnion of things was re-established. Every 
Sunday afternoon a salon was held at the 
Priory, London, the home of the Lewes, where 
were to be met Darwin, lirowning. Tennyson. 
W'agner, Huxley, Du .Maurier, aiid mmierou.s 
other artists. Lewes was probably the most 
brilliant conversationalist of his time: but his 
wife was the stronger attraction. In iierson 
she was not beautiful ; her features were too 
large and heavy, but her smile -was charming: 
her viiice low and sweet: her enunciation clear 
;ind refined: and her ready and abiuulanl .sym- 
!)atliy. her kindly liumour. her large under- 
standing, won a deeper and more lasting at- 
iection ih;i!i could have been inspired by mere 
beauty of feature or form. Vel, thou.gh oui- 
w ardly the great novelist appeared happy, and 
her life all that she could wish, her letters 
lell a different story. We know that until the 
day of her tieatli site deplored the necessity of 
i.iking the step which meant a sin against 
the society, which she so firmly beUcved 
should be uiiheld.

The 
rank and file of readers nowadays find them 
a little ponderous, a little slow, a little too 
thought-compelling, bul llie judgment of such 
readers cannot be accepted as any sort of 
standard, Her stories. -NVill live long 'after very 
modern novelisits have been forgotten. 

"Daniel Derbnda," one of the most famous 
of her novels, was written four years before 
her death. There arc two great characters

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THE' BEST POTATOES^ ;AND:, HOW TO 
'\ ' ■ , GROW THEM ' . ' ' 

The potato (Saloiuim tuberosuin) is one of 
the most important articles of food obtained 
from the vegeable kingdom. It is a native of 
South America, chiefly Chili and Peru, and is 
generally believed to have been bronght from 
Virginia to Ireland in 1585 or 15S6 by Tlionias 
Herriot,t (who accompanied Sir Walter Ral- 
eigli on several of his voyages) and to have 
been planted near Cork. 

The Soil and Its Preparation 

A good sandy loam, rath<jr dry than other- 
wise, is that best suited for potatoes. Crops of 
good quality cannot be grown on wet, hcav}^ 
undrained land, but anyone having such can 
greatly improve it by draining, trenching, 
throwing the soil up in ritlgcs for the frost, 
wind and sun to i)ulvcrize and sweeten it 
through the winter. Partially decayed leaf 
soil road grit, old potting soil, charred garden 
refuse, half-decayed strawy stable manure, 
lime, etc., are all good things for improving 
heavy soils. Potatoes grown in very rich soil 
are never of such gooki tal)lc (|uality as those 
from one less rich, and are also more liable to 
disease. Ground that has been trenched and 
manured with a good dressing of stable manure 
for the previous crop is to be preferred to 
heavy manuring for the potato itself. Potatoes 
should not be grown on the same land two 
years running. 

Seed Potatoes and Their Treatment 

Trials of potatoes have shown that a fre- 
quent change of seed is necessary if the best 
possible crops are to be grown, and that Irish 
and Scotch grown seed is the best, the reason 
given for this being that the tubers are not so 
ripe, and the contents being in a more soluble 
condition are more readily available as plant 
food, which gives the plant a quicker and more 
vigorous start. The seed should be perfectly 
sound and properly prepared for planting. To 
do this (before they begin to grow) spread 
them out thinly in a cool, light shed, or, bet- 
ter still, place them on end in boxes, with the 
crown end up, and stand these in a frame or 
on a greenhouse shelf close to the glass, but if 
the least frost gets to them they Avill be use- 
less. Seed potatoes should weigh about 207.., 
and the shoots should be reduced to the three 
strongest. It is not advisaljle to use cut seed 
for early varieties, but for main crop varieties 
potatoes weighing about 40Z., cut so that each 
half has three strong shoots, yield as good a 
crop as, and in some cases slightly better than, 
whole ones. 

Planting* 

The best time for this is from the begin- 
, ;iing of March till the end of April. I once saw 
some planted the first week in June and a fair 
crop resulted, but this was an exceptional case. 
Planting should not be done if the soil is at 
all wet. A good guide for this is, if it clogs 
the boots of the planter it is too wet and should 
be left till a more favorable time. Por early 
varieties the rows should be about 20 inches 
apart and the sets 15 inches, for second earlics 
2 feet and i foot 6 inches, and for strong- 
growing* main crop varieties 2 feet G inches 
and 20 inches. The (libl)er slirjiihl nut be 
used, except in the lightest soils, as it cases 
the soil round the hole and the roots have a 
difficulty in breaking through it, and the sets 
are almost certain to be at unequal depths. 
The best way is to stretch a line across the 
ground and take out a drill from 4 inches to 
6 inches deep (the heavier the soil tlie more 
shallo\v the (Irili ) with a spade or a lieaN y hoe, 
give a light dusting of quick-iinie, ])lant the 
sets and cover. Pick off any stones, r;ike out 
any footmarks and leave the ground tidy. 
After Treatment 
When tiic tops a[5])car ihnjiigh the soil if 
there is any fear of frost they should lia\f a 
little soil drawn over them, and when tiiey get 
too high for this a little dry litter, stout pa~ 
per, rhubarb leaves, hay, straw, evergreen 
branches or anything suitable that is to hand 
should be used, as the tops are very tender, 
and if the least frost-lutten are severely check- 
ed and often ruined. If weeds ajipear iioe llieni 
up, and when the lops are about (> inclies high 
fork over the soil between the rows and luouhl 
up witli a heavy draw hoe. In clay soil the 
ridges should be drawn up rather pointed to 
throw off heavy rains, but in dry soil they 
should be left more open to let the rain in to 
the roots. Moulding should be well done to 
keep the crop covered, as a potato exposed to 
the light for a length of time is spoilt for eat- 
ing or show. 

Lifting 

■ For this a broad tour-pronged fork is best, 
and great care should be exercised not to run 
it into the potatoes. Choose a bright day and 
let the crop remain on the ground a few hours 
to thoroughly dry. T'lrsl i)ick up the store she, 
then tile planting size and store separately ; 
the small ones should always he j)icked up 
clean, as if any are left in the groimd thev are 
a great nuisance tlie following suinnuT. if 
there is convenience to do so store potatoes 
should be kept for about three weeks before 
clamping. Burn the haulm and any diseased 
tubers. 

Clamping 

Choose a dry piece of grounti, smooth over 
the surface, lay a covering of straw on it, place 
the potatoes on this in rirlges, cover with straw 
and then with 6 inches of soil taken (.uU to 
form a trench on each si^le of llio ridge. The 
straw should be j)ullcd up in a tuft to pro- 
trude through the apex of soil at ever}' 5 feet 
for ventilation. The clamp should run north 
to south, as then it is possible to open it at 
tl^e south end \yitIiout injury on a bright day 
.duriiig frosty weather if the potatoes are 
wanted. 

Potatoes for Show 
Choose an open space of well-drained 



ground, deeplj' trench it in the autumn and 
plant about the middle of IMarch. The soil to 
be used is one-half old mushroom-bed soil and 
one-half good leaf-soil passed through a half- 
inch sieve. Take out a trench i foot wide and 
I foot deep and in this place 6 inches of the 
prepared soil and plant the sets down the cen- 
tre. They should, have been prs^pared as pre- 
viously advised, and disbud shoots to the 
strongest one. Then place over them another 
6 inches of the prepared soil and over this a 
little of that taken from the trench. If old 
mushroom-bed soil is not obtainable, clean 
leaf-soil is nearly as good. The rows should 
be 3 feet 6 inches apart, and the sets 2 feet. 
Hoe frequently, protect from frost and mould 
up as soon as fit with the best soil taken out 
of the trench. The haulm should be kept v\p- 
right by driving soine stakes down on botii 
sides of each row and running some stout 
string along them. As soon as they are ripe 
they should be lifted. Mave a shalk.nv box at 
hand and into this place all the best tubers as 
they are got up, and shade from sun and air, 
as the less exposed they are the fresher they 
will look. Store in moist soil, and the day be- 
fore showing \vash them with soap and water, 
using a soft sponge. Finish off with a little 
new milk and wrap separately in soft white 
paper. Potatoes for show should be of good 
shape, shallow eyed, clear skinned and all in 
a dish of an even size. 

Potatoes in Pots and on Hot-beds 
.Soil — leaf-soil or old mushroom-bed soil 
one-half, good loam one-half. Properly pre- 
I)ared sets should be planted one in an 8-inch 
ov two in a lo-inch ])ot. Disbud the shoots 
to two. Use clean, well-crocked ])ots, and 
warm the soil before using. Half fdl the pot 
with soil, plant the set, just cover, and top- 
dress later. Keep plants close to the glass and 
nc\'er force hard. VVater with care. In frames 
on hot-beds the chief thing is to get a steady 
lasting heat. Use the same soil as for pots, 
and well protect from frost. The distance 
should be about 15 inches between rows and 
1 foot between sets. 

Varieties 

Among the best forcing and early varieties 
are: Yellow-fleshed — Sharpe's Victor, liarly 
Ashleaf and 13uke of York; whitc-fleshed — 
j\Iay Queen, Snowdrop and Ringleader; sec- 
ond earl}- varieties — Sir j. Llewelyn, P)uchess 
of Cornwall, Windsor Castle and Centenary; 
main crop varieties — UpTto-Date, The Factor, 
Discovery and Syon House Prolific; show va- 
rieties — Royalty, Hmpre.ss Queen. Monarch, 
Million-tnaker, Klondike, .Vdvancer. Eldorado, 
Empire, Goodfellow, Snowball, Ruby Queen 
and Evergood. 

Diseases of the Potato 

Phytophthera infestans. — 1 1 his is the worst 
scourge the potato is subject to, and first came 
into prominent notice in 1845. Bordeaux mix- 
ture, properly applied, redu ces the risk of this 
disease to a minimum. As the disease seldom 
appears before the middle of June, the first 
si)raying should take jilacc about then, a sec- 
ond about a month later, and, in bad seasons, 
another in .\ugust. Early varieties will only 
require s])raying once, and in a favorable sea- 
son not at all. Reci|)e for i'.ordeaux mixture: 
Co])per sul])hate (blue stone) lonz., quick- 
lime ()0z., water 5 gallons. Always use w(Jod- 
en vessels for this mixture. Dissolve the blue 
stone in some boiling water, mix the lime 
with water, strain through some coarse sack- 
ing, and add to the blue stone solution, then 
add enough water to make 5 gallons. Slil well 
and it is ready for use. Well wet the leaves 
l)f)th lo]) and under sides. 

— I'lowers ni sul|)hur spririkle(,l 
ever them at the rate of 2lb. per tun when 
storing will destroy this fungus, 

Wireworms, Beetles, etc. — Fresh gas lime 
applied in November at the rate of 40Z. per 
scpiare yard vvill clear off most of these.

PRUNING CLIMBING ROSES 

f^)ur climbing roses are being submitted to 
rigid examination, and those lliat iiave flow- 
ered are pruned, not the kind of pruning the 
dwarf plants are subjected to, but all old 
stems are removed to the base, The object in 
pruning climbing roses is to preserve the 
strong wood of the present year, which will 
bear an abundance of flowers in \<)ni). and it 
is this that should remain to gain in strength 
and ripeness through greater exjiosute to sun 
air. We were looking at a fence of roses re- 
cently which was untouched, the owner believ- 
ing that all pruning of clindiing roses is a mi:3- 
take; but, of course, the plants were growing 
weaker, the flowers were not satisfactory, and 
in a year or two nothing would remain except 
a thicket of weakly, flowered twigs. A thor- 
ough pruning was recommended, and the 
quantity of ■.\'oo(l removed fi"om these I'amblcrs 
was astonishing. An example of the benefit 
of severe thinning out of old stems occurred 
two years ago; the rose was Dr, Rouges', a 
climber with flowers of so brilliant a color that 
they seemed filled with sunshine. No blos- 
soms were forthcoming-, but when the worn- 
out steins were removed and daylight let into 
the centie of the plant, the rose seemed hap- 
])ier ; the }-car following a brilliant dis[)lay lit 
iq) the corner of the garden in which it was 
])lante;l. and at the ])resent time it is the g;i\'cst 
rose ill a large collection. Of course, all 
climbers must not be pruned at the same time, 
owing to the difference in the season of flow- 
ering. Some are early and some are late, birt 
all must be rclie\'efl of old and weakly shoots 
immediateh' the flowers have faded. 



ity severely taxed when his operations bring 
him face to face wtih a high blank wall. I^or 
days, perhaps for weeks, he wrestles with the 
problem, the wall staring him out of counten- 
ance all the time, until at last, his horticultural 
soul crushed !<}' the weight of the relentless 
masonry, ho feebly plants quick-growing ivy 
along its, base, and lets it go at that. That is, 
better than nothiiig, but th'e spirit rebels 
against being encompassed round with an ever- 
lasting 6-ft. to lo-ft. barrier of unbroken ivy. 
There are, of course, alternatives only re- 
stricted in number by the limits of the garden- 
er's ingenuity. I have tried many of them, the 
most successful being the pressing of the sax- 
ifrages into the ameliorating scheme. 

in this instance the section of wall dealt 
with is no more than six feet high, an ancient 
piece of stonework, ■ but perfectly bald from 
base to copings. At the time its treatment was 
undertaken alterations were going on in the 
house, and the old ])laster, Imie and rubble 
were tipped along the base of the wall to a 
height of about 2 feet 6 inches. A rough edg- 
ing of limestone chunks of rock were fixed 
along the front of this long mound, other 
chunks of limestone scattered about it. and a 
layer of soil thrown on it. Three kinds of saxi- 
frage were then planted tlircnighout its length, 
here and there among the stones, wdiile along 
the top of it, and against the uncovered upper 
portion of the wall was planted golden ivy. 
The result is a most gratifying combination. 

All through the winter, earty spring and 
autumn the saxifrages clothe the rocky mouiifl 
with dense green cushions, closely hugging the 
stones and jiacking every interstice, and in 
June they present a thick undulating mass of 
bloom, contrasting finely with the yellow ivy 
against which they arc set, and conspicuous 
from the hills a mile away. — W. Carter Platts, 
in The Field. 




STANHOPEAS 

Of the many genera of orchids cultivaletl 
in gardens for the beauty and strange fcnMii of 
their flowers the stanhopeas and their i-ela- 
tions llie coryantlies are by far the most strik- 
ingly grotes([ue. When not in bloom they are 
quite ordinary in ap])earance, a cluster of fur- 
rowed, egg-shaped pseudo-bulbs each bearing 
a broad plaitecl green leaf after the style of 
the leaf of an aspidistra; Imt when the flowers 
appear, their size, fragrance and remarkable 
structure arc such that ihey rarely fail to gi\-e 
rise to speculation as to the object of so much 
ingenuity in a flower. Xo doubt it has to do 
with insect attraction and consequent fertiliza- 
tion, still one may • \V'onder what the peculiar 
circumstances were which led to the develop- 
ment of such an exceptionall}' intricate design. 
'J'he powerful odour attracts the insect, a moth 
[jrobably, which entering in search of honey 
!)}■ a c!e\erl}' contri\-ed uiiening picks up the 
pollen on the way, and passing out through 
another opening carries the ]).illen to the next 
flower visited, depositing it on the sticky col- 
umn or stigma, which is placed just where 
the pollen on the insect would be likely to 
come in contact with it. The flowers open 
quickly, .sometimes bursting apart with a slight 
report, and they are of short duration, but: 
whilst lhe\- are on they never fail to excite 
fueliiigs of \"oiulcrmeiil. There are ;il)Out a 
dozen s])ecies, and they are all natives of tro])- 
ical .Vmerica. iMfty }'ears ago stanhopeas were 
more in favor wi'h orchid fanciers than they 
are today. Growing naturally on trees in 
moist forests, and pushing their flower 
racemes downward^, they are not easily ac- 
commodated excejit in a large teak or wire 
basket filled with a mixture of sphagnum 
moss and peal, ;ind hung from the roof of a 
moist tropical house where they can recei\'e 
shade froni bright sunshine. The best ex- 
amples we have ever seen were grown in an 
old-fashioned tropical conservatory where they 
obtained plenty of water in summer and none 
at all in winter. Here they had formed masses 
a yard through and every June they flowered 
gloriously. — The Field.

vSince tiie introduction of trap-nests into the 
pcjultry yard considerable improvement in egg 
production has been made, and the progress in 
this direction continues to the apparent satis- 
faction of the utility ]ioultr} -keeper. To ascer- 
tain in(li\ i(lual records of liens trap-nests, al- 
though necessitating trouble and expense, are 
invaluable, and b}- their means the best la\'ing 
strains are built up. A[ the I'tilily Poultry 
Club's Laying Competition splendid results 
have been achieved, and the value of the sys- 
tem — ^vhich has been in operation in America 
for many years — fully proved. It should be 
explained tluit trap-nests arc contrivances 
which trap the hen when she has laid :in egg, 
I'.nd before being released the number of the 
ring ( i)laced on the leg when the bird is a pul- 
let) is recorded on a chart. In many establish- 
ments every bird is numbered by means of the 
ring, and it is thus possible to a.scertain the 
egg-producing merits each year, and by careful 
selection to iriiprove the proficiency. Such 
rec(*rds j-ear b}' \'ear marlc the progress marie, 
and if the duty is methodically undertaken b}' 
the poullr}'-keeper or bis attendant, the work 
is not ;is laborious as it would appear. Alter a 
little exj)erience the best time to visit the nests 
will be ascertained, and trouble minimised. 
Care has to be exercised in handling the hen 
after laying, but after being taken off the nest 
a few times they do not object to ■ being han- 
dled : in fact, will remain quiet, apparently 
awaiting release by the attendant. There are 
many kinds of traji-nests at ])rcsent placetl on 
the market from which a choice can be made, 
whilst home-made contrivances are often suc- 
cessfully used. In the Poultry World for April 
10, a simple trap-nest made from an ordinary 
grocer's box was iilustratcd, and for the read- 



er's benefit is explained. Any box with suit- 
able proportions can be utilized for the pur- 
pose, the best size being 2 feet long, i foot 2 
inches wide, and i foot 6 inches high. Remove 
one ei>d of the bo.x, and place a strip of wood 
across the middle inside, about; 3 inches wide; 
cover half the top with "strips of wood, and 
make' a flap door of front top-half — to button 
down — for lifting the hen out after she has laid, 
which can be easily seen between the strips. 
Nail two strips of wood 3 inches wide down 
the sides of front, also a strip across top and 
bottom, same width. A swinging flap to fall 
against the sides, to the top strip, from the in- 
side, arid should be properly hinged. The flap 
is now held up with a loose piece of stick about 
6 inches long, and as the hen crosses the cen- 
tre piece she lifts the flap a little with her tail, 
which releases the stick and the trap drops. 
To make it more effective, a spring catch can

be fixed to the bottom strip, but it is not ne- 
cessary. Il is better to make the flap to fall 
about 2 inches above it. 

LUack Legh(H-ns continue to be popular, es- 
pecially amongst town or suburban poultry- 
keepers, who find them excellently suited for 
close confinement, and when scratching sheds 
are improvised the egg-basket is well filled 
throughout the year. A reader, whofailed to 
obtain good results from mixed breeds, was 
tempted to turn his attention to ll^lack Leg- 
horns for ids l)ack yard poultry runs, and 
writes that he has kept a record of the eggs laid 
by seven pullets and retail value from Decem- 
ber to September last. In the ten months this 
small flock laid 995 eggs, value £4 9s. gd., and 
they are still laying. He writes in high praise 
of the wonderful activity displayed by the 
Black Leghorns, and the small amount of food 
they consume, whilst the large-sized eggs laid 
are snr])rising for a small fowl. He advises all 
wIkjsc space is limited to give this breed a trial, 
as he finds that, excepting during moult, lay- 
ing continues all the year. .The secret of pro- 
lific laying in this breed, it may be added, is to 
kee]! the hens free from fat, but full of vigor 
;nul healthful activity. 

Many poultry-keeijcrs overlook the impor- 
tant part which lime plays as a necessary in- 
gredii'iit in fowls' food, and need to be con- 
stantly reminded that laying hens and growing 
chicks must be supplied with lime in some 
form. When it is considered that the eggshell 
is very largely composed of lime, all of which is 
tak-en from the hen's organism, and that in 500 
2oz. eggs it is estimated about 71b. of lime is 
used, the ai)solute importance is apparent. 
Whilst if not ]5ro\-ided in sufficient c|uantitics 
soft-shelled eggs and hens eating eggs to ol)- 
tain lime for shell-making will be the inevit- 
alde result. One-tenth the weight of a fowl i^ 
composed of mineral matter, of which phos- 
phate of lime forms a considerable portion. 
When hens are moulting almost half of this is 
retpiircd in the feathering, \\ liich is naturally a 
drain on the s\'stem. (iraiii and other foods 
su])])!}' lime and mineral matter, but not suf- 
ficient for the hen's rcciuiremeiits when prolific 
egg iiroduction is the desideratum. Further, 
growing chickens demand lime to perfect the 
frame and feathering, whilst leg weakness is 
often the result of insufficient lime being sup- 
plied. Oyster-shells — calcined — are rich in 
lime, and easy to obtain. Most poultry food 
dealers supply it at 3s per cwt., which is a 
good in\estmcnt where any large number of 
lowls are k-e])t. liones contain a large projjor- 
tion of phosi)hate of lime and phosphoric aciil, 
and green cut bone, dry bone dust, or bone in 
beef scraps is excellent for this purpose. Clover 
hay is rich in lime, whilst grass supplies a 
moderate percentage. Many experienced 
breeders make a practice of liming the com, 
and any grain can be so treated and will be 
fouiul to destroy i)arasi'.es. prevent fowl chol- 
era, ami is no wise injurious to health. The 
method adopted is simple: Pile the corn in a 
conically-shapcd heap, and pour a mixture of 
lime and water on it, stirring well with a stick, 
take a wooden spade and work the heap well, 
until each grain is coated, when it can be left 
to dry and used as required. Poultry in con- 
finement must always have a snp|)ly of lime 
;ni(| a small box filled with calcined oyster 
shells, nailed to the sitle of thejiouse, about a 
foot from the ground, also a second box in the 
same jiosition, filled with sharjj flint grit. Such 
essentials are as important as food to hens 
to enable the birds to become successful lay- 
ing machines. 



.A liedford reader is ad\dsed that on many 
u])-to-date establishments ducks arc mated u]) 
ill the autumn, so as to incubate (by artificial 
means) eggs. in No\einber, and by this means 
ducklings can be got ready for killing early in 
the new year, which brings in good returns, 
providing they are of the right stock. It is 
regretted that farmers and others with hpus- 
ing accommodation do not give this matter at- 
tention In the fall of the year, instead of wait- 
ing until the spring. In mating up such mas- 
sive breeds as .Aylesbury, Pekin Rouens, three 
ducks to a drake is sufficient, and it is import- 
ant both male and female should be well ma- 
tured and in their second season. . .Gpo<:l hous- 
ing is necessary, altliough any fariirbtiilding 
dry and well ventilated, and well bedded with 



straw, will answer for duck breeding. The 
stock birds may be given plenty of liberty to 
improve egg-supply, whilst water to swim in 
will ensure fertility. Although smaller breeds, 
such as Indian Runners, Khaki or Buff Orp- 
ington ducks, require less .water, still a brook*? 
is advisable for all breeds of water fowl. '. Ju- 
dicious feeding is of greatest importance, 
otherwise unfertile eggs will result, whilst 
.shell-making materials must not be neglected. 
Soft foods of a fattening nature i;i.!.tst now be 
sparingly given, and Indian meal; barley meal, 
and potatoes, als(3 maize, be avoided altogeth-., 
er for the breeding ducks. Oats will be found 
best of all "grain supplied, and may be steeped 
in water, or rolled, whilst cracked peas and 
beans are good. Animal food must be given, 
lieef scraps are excellent. Grit and coarse 
sand must be regularly supplied to promote 
digestion. 

Apropos the advantages of collecting de- 
pots and co-operation in poultry-keeping, es- 
pecially in country districts, interesting par- 
ticulars have been received from the Street 
and District Collecting Depot, Limited, iiear 
Glastonbury, Somerset, wdiich is affiliated with 
the .National J'oultry Organization Society, 12 
Jlanover Stpiare, W., and is most successfully 
carried on under the superintendence of an ex- 
perienced manager, Mr. W. Reynolds, whose 
ability in aviculture matters was conspicuous 
last v/inter in carrying nnt one of the most 
instructive laying competitions yet arranged. 
The objects of the branch are deserving of no- 
tice: Collection and disposal of eggs and 
poultiy, incubation of eggs, rearing and fatten- 
ing of poultry, and also breeding of same, to 
hire and purchase land, buildings, poultry- 
houses, and all essentials for such work, and 
to enter into contracts on behalf of the depot. 
The Street Depot has about 150 poultry-keep- 
ers and sympathisers, and good work has been 
accomplished, even in the first few years of its 
existence, whilst with the gradual increase in 
prices of home-produced eggs, together with 
the careful packing and grading, considerable 
benefits are confidently looked for in the fu- 
ture, especially when the advantages of co- 
operation were fully recognized. The Depot 
sold £2,940 worth of eggs during 1908, or an 
average of is id per dozen. Mr. Reynolds has 
issued instructive advice to inquirers, who are 
advised in the first instance to apply to Mr. 
Edward Brown, government adviser, of the 
Agricultural Organization Society, Regent 
House, Regent street, for information and leaf- 
lets how to start a branch depot. In cases 
where conditions are not at present favorable 
it is suggested that a small society should he 
formed to stimulate interest in the industry, 
and arrange for lectures, also the distribution 
of leaflets on poultry subjects (supplied free 
from the Board of .Agriculture, 4 Whitehall 
Place, S.W.). Jt is further advise,d that as- 
])irants to ])oultry-keeping should not start'bc^- 
fore realizing that it is a highly technical in-

dustry. and therefore as a means of liveli- 
hood should never be undertaken except after 
years of experience, wdiilst Mr. Reynolds fur- 
ther states that even those with only a back 
yard need not be discouraged. It is bad poliey 
to overcrowd a house or run; a grass TUn 
should have thirty scpiare yards per fowl al- 
lowed, and when only a covered run is pos- 
sible ten square feet of floor per bird should be 
given, and fully six inches of dry litter pro- 
vided, in which grain should be scattered twice 
daily. Those with limited accommodation 
will find it better to buy than rear their stock 
birds. It is to country dwellers that Great 
Britain must mainly look for the increase of 
the industry; farmers have immense oppor- 
tunities which are poorly realized ; ten to twen- 
ty fowds pcv acre on pastures improves the 
ground without interfering in any way with 
other stock, and such birds will pick up at least 
one-third of their own living. 



POULTRY CULTURE 



(London Daily Telcgra]di) 
lnfijrmaiii;ii is siilicited as to the treatment 
and characteristics of one of the prettiest and 
most attractive of ornamental l)reeds of poul- 
try, known as the Poland. Its chief feature is 
its handsome crest, which may be described 
as a large bushy mass of feathers, inclining 
backwards, and the breed is unique as. regards 
the siiai)e of the head or skull, whiclV-has a\ 
spherical inotulicrance on the top portion, 
seen in no other breed <_if ])oultry. There are 
several varieties bred and exhibited, and 
it will be found that while white-crested, black 
silver or golden spangled, are all deserving of 
attention, probably the :!sUyerr^pangled is the 
irjost attractive!' ' As 'sh6wii iti|th accompany- , 
ing illustration, the marking aindgerieral plum- 
age make them worthy objects%f • idmii'ation, 
and it is surprising that fanciers do not'breed ' 
them in larger numbers and endeavour to im- 
prove the breed's iirolificacy, which is at pres- 
ent far from satisfactory. 'J'he crest of the 
silver-s]mnglcd is extra long, and the feathers 
fall over the. head in :abundance, almost hiding 
the face, each feather being regularly tipped 
at the end. An Additional attraction is the

thiclc spangled teard, which completes a won- 
derful headgear. The general body plumage 
is decidedly handsome and striking-, being 
nicely marked with silver moons, each feather 
dietirictly r lacetl ..with/ black, . even • to tiieVftail- 
and sickle ■^feathe'rV which raiist be ' \v'dll 
$plashed at the ends, and the longer the.featli- 
er' the better. The legs at-e dark blue oi- black, 
and rather short. To breed or rear Polands' 
crest-cutting must be adopted: in fact, in the 
breeding pen tiic crests of all male birds arc 
regularly clipped to ensure fertility with the 
eggs. Hatching is best carried on in May and 
June, whilst the chickens ar^ fairljryhardy ..(if 
kept, dry), evert/'tlieir crests "iiiust tie ' kt]]t 
, closely cut until the autumn arrives, and only 
by- this means can the birds be kept in a vij^- 
orous condition. It is useless to attempt to 
keep Polands unless the poultry keeper pos- 
esses three essentials — dry, sandy soil, a grass 
run, and plenty of patience, wlien his energies 
will be rewarded b}' having. one of the pret- 
tiest fowls of poultrydora as^ a fascinating 
hobby. " , 

Prospective winter layers arc in many 
yards a source of anxiety, and advice is so- 
licited as to tiie best means to adopt. It is 
inadvisable to force egg-production until 
proper de\eiopmcnl and maturity is ensured, 
and the problem of securing winter eggs will 
only be solved by a consideration of hatching, 
rearing, and proper feeding. Many poultry 
keepers are overfeeding their birds, or rather, 
feeding too generously on overfattening arid 
starchy foods, forgetting tiiat it is not fat but 
flesh, frame and muscle that is wanted to en- 
sure tiie necessary surplus of energy for egg- 
production. Barlcx' meal, Indian meal, maize 
or potatoes should be excluded from the hill 
of fare for growing pullets, but nitrogenous 
foods, including meat, substituted; in fact, it 
is surprising the difference meat and green 
cut butchers' bone makes in the egg supply. 
Attention has lately been directed to the "Ox- 
ford Ideal" poultry meal, sent out from one of 
the oldest mills in (this country — Church Mills, 
Standlake, Oxford, established over 200 years. 
This meal is giving excellent results, and anal- 
ysis proves it to be a general utility and per- 
fectly balanced ration containing meat, biscuit 
meal, linseed, clover meal. After being scald- 
ed and dried off v,-ilh siiarps or middlings 
it makes a capital food for growing fowls and 
laying hens, and may be used to advantage by 
breeders. As over-fatted poultr\' are so num- 
erous in the autunm months it will be wise 
to mention that o^its is the best grain for lay- 
ing hens, inasmuch as, although it contains 
more fat (oil) than other cereals, yet it is of 
such a nature, and so easily assimilated, that 
fowls fed on oats can nc\'cr get OA'cr-fat as on 
wheat, barley or maize. Clover-hay was mud; 
recommended by the writer last winter ( with 
splendid results), e.spccially where green food 
is scarce. Clover is ricli in protein (flesh 
formers). .Scientists contend that in 100 
pounds of clover hay there is 1 1 pounds of 
protein and 3 poimds of fat, whilst 32 pounds 
of heat and energy producing matter is found, 
including lime, k should be finely chopped 
(in a chaff cutter) and steamed for many hours 
until every particle is thoroughly swollen and 
it resembles freshly cut grass. It should be 
mixed Avith other meals in proportion of one- 
third, and \vi!l be found to combine high nutri- 
tive properties with health-giving effect. Read- 
ers are reminded that the object of feeding 
(Avhen egg-production is the desideratum) is 
to repair constant waste of the fibre and tissue 
— sustenance for the bird, material for egg- 
production, for it must be remembered that 
the composition 01 hen and egg is siniihir. 
Before concluding this feeding note, readers 
arc reminded of the ad\antages of filling to a 
good depth the scratching shed, covered runs, 
and even poultry houses, with dried leaves, 
now so plentiful in town and country. .Sucli 
leaves are splendid for poultry, and provide 
the necessary exercise which keeps birds of all 
ages in health and vigour. All grain should 
be scattered in such litter and will keep the 
hens busily employed in the coldest of weather. 
Those who can store diied leaves arc acKised 
to do so without delay, .\fter use in the 
scratching shed such litter makes the best 
manure for gardens. 

Fattening turke3's which have been on the 
stubbles demand attention now, and "E. M.," 
c^outh Norwood Mill, who seeks information, 
is advised that hey should be i)ushed on with 
easily digested food. Cooked corn, Sussex 
ground oats, barley meal, and middlings in 
equal quantifies make a good food when mixed 
with skim milk, and towards the last few 
weeks a little mutton fat added helps to form 
juicy flesh of good colour; in fact, for primcst 
quality flesh this diet is the best. A handful 
of pepper and salt to each bucketful of food 
given every other day is advised. Boiled and 
mashed potatoes may be used, mixing two 
parts with one part ground oats and one part 
barley meal ; whilst tor a change three parts 
mashed jjotatoes, one middlings, one barlcv 
meal, and one cooked maize, all scalded witii 
skim milk, is an excellent feed. Hxperimenls 
recently made proved that blocks of turkeys 
confined for twent\-one days increased on an 
average of four and a half pounds when fed 
fir.st ten days on a mash consisting of two 
parts each of boiled potatoes, boiled turni]»s, 
barley meal, maize meal, ground oals, lin- 
seed meal (all prci)arcd the previous night"), 
given in the morning, and at eventide crushed 
maize, oats and barley. The birds should i)e 
fed in V-shaped troughs, the top being 
inches from the ground, afld long enough for 
twenty birds. Only sufficient should be given 
to be eaten at one meal. .Ml grain given 
should be placed in the troughs and not thrown 
on the ground, as turkeys prefer to lake a 
mouthful rather than to pick uj) each corn 
separately-. Cleanliness of the troughs is of 
the greatest importance, The feed mentioned 
may be varied by.adding pu.lp^d swedes, celery 
lops, and green citt honie, w,hitst Spratt's ])oiil- 
try meal Avill be found a beneficial change. All 
birds should be kept well GuppHed with grit 



and charcoal and given picnt}- of skim milk 
to drinlc. The feeding operations should be 
near the building in which they arc pennetl 
up, and a bedding of soft litter or dried leaves 
..is,'j^referabl.e.; to. perches for the- 'birds to jrest 
upph. yThree to four weeks is sufficiently long 
.confiiie'menf for fattening purposes, and dur- 
ing this' time' the turkeys must be kept in 
clean surroundings. Two hours' cxjsrcise each 
day is su fficienVj^/ !. '' ' • 

The careful breeder of jjoultry, whether 
the stock, is required for exhibition or utility, 
iS; adyjsed:.tq keep . a strict record of the birds 
dscd in "thiji bree^ pen as a guide for futtu-c 
inating,iiinci .for breeding with stock possess- 
ing the inost desirable qualities or propertie;-. 
That like breeds like is a truth which should 
never be absent from the progressive poultry 
breeder's mind. Coloiu", size, shape, head 
points, bone, vigour, and general productive- 
ness are the necessary foundations on which 
to. build a reliable strain. All these essentials 
have too long been neglected by poultry 
keepers, especially agriculturalists, with de- 
plorable results, but the awakened interest 
now mam'ftst bids fair to improve matters 
considerably. Why pedigree should for so 
tnany years be confined to equine, bovine, por- 
cine, or canine stock has always sm-i)riscd the 
writer, when, by the aid of line brectling, care- 
ful records, and trap-nests, poultry can be 
easily and permanently improved. It will gen- 
erally be found a certain source of profit to 
devote time, energy and money on .strain, and 
to shun any haphazard methods. Those wlm 
intend to make i)urchases this autumn will do 
well to sec thai the vendor is a grccdcr thai 
can be trusted to sell stock :ibsolutely of the 
strain he advertises. 'Pbc interest excited by 
the illustrations and details of trajj-ncsts in 
last two weeks' Daily Telegraph bids fair to 
be productive of much good this winter, and 
correspondents are assured that without a 
trap-nest and lutmbered hens it is impossible 
to ascertain to a certainty if hens lay fifty or 
one hundred and fifty eggs in the year, for 
oven m the most prolific breeds of potdiry 
there arc almost barren hens. The various 
laying competitions amply demonstrated this 
fact, for even in such breeds as the buff Or- 
pington, buff rock, white Wyandotte and 
white Leghorn, all of which have occupied at 
different times premier jjositious, there have 
been competing ])cns of similar l)iee(ls which 
have proved most indifferent layers. Trap- 
nests ensure a prolific strain of fowls, and ai)- 
peal strongly to the jjoultry keeper who wants 
a full egg-l3asket, and a flock of birds that are 
essentiallv layers. 




CARRION PLANTS 

Stapelias are in the \cgetable kingdom 
Avhai starfish are in the animal kingdom. They 
belong to the old. queer looking, and in one 
respect disagreeable section of ])lants, their 
stems being fleshy, their flowers star-shaped, 
often hairy and lurid in colour, and they lia\'c 
a powerful carrion-lilce odour, which is strong 
enough to attract bluebottle flies. It is said 
that his odour serves the same i)urposc in the 
economy of these plants as fragrance does in 
others, its object being to attract flies, which, 
when busy "blowing" the flowers, scatter the 
pollen and so effect fertilization. On the 
whole, therefore, stapelias arc not what one 
would call drawing-room plants: yet they ha\e 
;i fascination for some iK'oi)le. wdio have made 
collections of them and studied their jieculiar 
..habils with inleresl; indeed, one of these en- 
thusiasts when an invalid went so far as to 
insist on the plants being brought when in 
flowers into his bedroom because he loved to 
see and smell them I They are all African, and 
many species to be discovered in the arid re- 
gions of that countr)- as arc already known to 
bolanists. Thcv used 10 be abundant in Cape 
Colony, hnl slicc|) and goats iin\-e dex'onred 
inosi of them, and it is said the nati\'cs c\'cn 
find their succulent stems iialatahlc. They 
ri))cn seeds in abmulance, and as each seed has 
altached 10 it an awn which serves as a flying 
machine, their distribution is as secure as that 
of the dandelion and thistle. The seeds ger- 
minate readily in moist sandy soil and the 
])lants grow (|u!cl<ly to flowering size. In the 
winter they arc liapj)iest wdicn k-ci)t dr\', l)ut 
during suinnuT months lho\- like ;is nuicli 
water as ordinar}' plants do. Most of them 
can be grown in a house from which frost is 
e.xcludcfl, prox'idcd they get pleiUy of sun- 
shine in summer. Some of them have very 
l.irgc flowers : in S. gigantea they are a foot 
in diameter, and there are man\' with flowers 
.iboiit six inches across. S. hirsuta, here fig- 
ured, is one of llu' best Icnown ; the flowers 
are four inches across. \ (m y hairy, claret col- 
oured, ami almost leather like. The common- 
est s]3ecics. S. inifonia, is cidtivatcfl here and 
there in cottagers' windows.

To the musical, no less than to the general 
public, Sir Herbert Tree's promised produc- 
tion of the play "Beethoven" should be of great 
and genuine interest, h'or, if it be granted that 
"of all who hax'c written music, Mandel was 
the greatest man,'' a dictum I am not disposed 
to dispute, which Mr. R. .\. Streatfield enun- 
ciates in his recently-issued study .of the 
mighty Saxon, it can hardly be denied that to 
Beethoven, the greatest of all the Avorld's musi- 
cians, belongs a A'ery high jilace as a man. .\n 
intensely human creature. Bee'-liovcn may well 
be treated histrionicalK-. and if it be Sir Her- 
bert Tree's intention to portray the physical 
man, there can be no ovcrwhehning difficulty 
in arriving at a clear idea of his outAvard ap- 
pearance, for pen-portraits abound, many of 
which arc authentic. But precisely how Sir 
Herbert Tree is to reduce his own abundant 
inches to the modest sixty-live which, as is 
well known, were all that L!eetho\-en, like the 
great .\'a[)oIcon, posse^^sed. is not very clear to 
the lay mind, though even this is probably a 
difficulty, and a small one, only to the layman 
AA'ho has seen the Mime of Hans Bechstein. 
However, "in the limited space (of five feet 
five inches) was concentrated the i)lucl-: of 
twenty battalions," as Se\'fried has it, and no 
musician i> likel_\ to ca\'il if Tree's l>ectho\en 
is a psychological rather than a mere ph)si- 
cal portrayal. 

Xe\-orthcless, l-!eetho\ en, the physical i-nan, 
must have been an object of immense interest 
to those who knew him, if only by sight. It is 
a familiar fact that he Avas very broad- across 
the shoulders, and very firmly and squarely 
built, the. '-'image of strength," as some one has 
said. His hands were "much covered with 
hair, the fingers strong and short, and the tips 
broad"; it is even added, by Ries, 1 think, that 
he was compelled to shave his face right up 
to the eyes. A massive, broac< jaAV, a firm, 
almost grim, mouth ; very bright but not large 
i.-\es, thai wcie wont to dilate e.sterisivel) in 
moments of great pleasure or emotion, and 
have been \'ariously dc.->cril)ed as black, blueish 
grey, and brown in colm- ; liead that was 
large, with high and broad loteftead; hair in 
great abundance that was always "in shock," 
and thai, though originally black or nearly: so, 
ultimately^ became .snp,wy Avhjte/^ ijVi striking 
contrast to his somewhat rubicuiiid''.{bompilex- 
ion : teeth that remained white and regular, to 
the day of his death — such appears to'- haA'e 
been Bcetho\-en, the physical man, as gener- 
ally depicted, while there is a characteristic 
thumb-nail sketch contained in the following 
brief analysis: "Beethoven was not made for 
practical life, .\'evcr .'could he pla}' at cards 
or dance. He dropped>jeverything that he took 
into his hands, and overthrcAv the ink into his 
I)iano. Hp cut himself horribly in shajving." 

A Young Dandy 

"Ein uiiordentlicher Kerl" (a disorderly 
creature) Avas Beethoven's own description of 
himself, and the adjcciive. seems to have been 
at least as Avell applicable" to his manner of 
wearing his clothes as to the very clothes 
themselves. In his early days in X'ienna his 
pleasure was to appear garbed in the latest 
fashion, and a deligiitfid i)cn-|5ortrail exists 
which depicts him in silk- stockdngs, pcrrucpie, 
liuig liouts, c'M-rying a sword, a double eye- 
glass, and a seal ring. But Ihe vanity of these 
early days did not endure for longer than a 
season, since Czerny has written of Beethoven 
as wearing on the occasion of one — I think- his 
first — visit a thick, scrubby beard nearly half 
an inch long', his jdlch-idack hair mdcempi 
;nul uidjrushed, his ears filled with cotton- 
\KOol that appeared to lunc been soak-ed in 
sonic io(ise, hairy nialevird, wliieli ga\-e him 
the aiipcarancc of Robinson Crusoe. yet 
another ])erirjd we see him in the far more 
picturescjue garb of a light blue tailed coat 
with yellow buttons, a white Avaistcoal and 
tie, "all very untidy." Indeed, untidiness seems 
to have been thoroughly characteristic of the 
man, \\-ho himself has tnld the tale nf hi-; 
taking a letter, addrrssi-d by his ow n hand, in 
ihe ])o> li )f I ice, only to i)e nsk-cd on j^rcsenting 
it to the official, to what town it was to be 
forAvarded. We know from his manuscripts 
and sketchbooks that his penmanship was apt 
to be very ill-conditioned. 

But it must not be thought that untidiness 
was the sole characteristic of this Colossus. 
Mis smile is said to have been angelic to his 
friends, houc\ er grim and repellent his man- 
ner may ha\ e been in (iilici>; and his A'oice 
became geni.d and sofl in limo ou occasion, 
That he was not made lor a practical life, as 
siiineone has said, seems clear enough, but 
is not (piite the Avholc truth. In many respects 
he was simplicity itself, as, for example, when 
he asked (according to Moscheles) : "What 
these d — d boys are laughing at?" Avhcn he 
was standing before an oi)eu window clad only 
in his nightshirt ; or again, when he prefei-red 
to (|nit cnie lodging for another rather than 
abandon his constant pr;icticc ui shaxing 
cream poi)ulo. as il w ere, at his \\-iiulow . 
wdiereby- a ci-owd of |)eople was vs-ont to cl- 
loct and watch liini. The stories are cpiito 
familiar to the musician of historic taste, if not 
to the greater public, of Beethoven insisting 
on paying a restaurant Icceper for a meal 
which he had neithei- ordered nor eaten; and, 
in lilce manner, of his becoming oldivions to 
the existence of the hoi'so w-hich he kept for 
cxcrcisa until reminded thereof ])y a long ac- 
count for its keep. 

Business and Politics 

In s])ite, however, of all the intense sini- 
])licity of his nature, liectho\-en was a keen, 
if not what is now called a good business man. 
There arc countless references in the splendid 
collection of letters reviewed in this column 
oil its appearance some six months or so ago 



to money matters in co'titnecfjcin;' |>%l,th -V'^.iS^T ■•■ 
thovcn's compositions. And if'^ho'''bhe'c¥n'W 
that Beethoven reaped even approximately his 
due reward for his w-ork (witness the £50 for 
which he undertook, for our own London 
Philharmonic Society, the Choral Syi-nphony), 
having regard to the enormous sums of i-noney 
that publishers have deri.ved from them (a way 
that publishers are: reported to have), yet it 
scen-is clear that he himself Avas- fairly Ayell 
satisfied with the terms generally accorded to 
him. On the comparatively fc\v occasions on 
which any haggling o\-cr a bargain or a deal 
arose, Beethoven appeared to be content, Avith, 
roughly speaking a fcAv shillings extra, all too 
often because he had not the time necessary 
. to drive a- bargain, since he, like the lesser 
gods, stood in absolute need of ready funds to 
defray everyday, commonplace expenses. 

A A'cry interesting and even entertaining 
paper might be written upon I'eethoven as 
politician. Sir Hubert Parry has said that he 
liad very strong and independent \-icws about 
great social subjects. "His sympathies w-ere 
all on the side of the masses and against i:)rivi- 
leges and class distinctions and artificial dig- 
nities of all sorts. He could hardly be patient 
at the conventional subser\-ience expected of 
ordinary people when they were brought into 
contact with aristocrats, for he felt that the 
common pcojile w-ei-e often Avorthier and more 
useful members of socict}- than the indiA-iduals 
they u-erc expected to bow down to." Numer- 
ous tales of this attitude are told by every 
biographer of Beethoven, but the classical in- 
stance of. his . "Republicanism" (if the term 
may pass), is that connected Avith the Eroica 
.Symphon}'. As all the Avorld knoAvs, the idea 
of this .symphony arose from General Berna- 
.dotte's suggestion that a syn-ipliony should be 
written in honour of Napoleon, at the time 
0798') "the i^assionatc champion of freedom, 
the saviour of his country, the restorer of order 
and prpsperity, the.-^reat leader to whom no 
difficulties, were bbstacles." Ries tells us that 
the outside page of the first copy of the Eroica 
bore onl}' two' niihes— that of; Bonaparte at 
the top, of Ltigi van Beethpveir.at the bottom. 
On May 18, 1804, .Napoleon assumed the title 
of Emperor. When the ucavs reached Bee- 
thoven a tremendous explosion occurred: 
".After all, then," said Beethoven, "he is noth- 
ing but an ordinary i-nortal ! He will trample 
all the rights of men under foot to indulge 
his, ambition, , and becoi^e a greater tyrant 
than an)'bne!" And Avith these Avords he

GROWTH OF A BOY GENIUS 

His Father's Amazing Theory of Education 

More details arc noAV being obtained of the 
extraordinary history of William James Sidus. 
the cleven-ycar-old prodigy Avhosc admission 
t(-) Harvard University as an undergraduate 
was announced a fcAV Avccks ago. It is claimed 
for this boy that he is-jiot a freak nor a phe- 
nomenon. He is the result of an expcrin-ient 
by which his father, Professor Borus Sidtis, 
of BrookUne, Mass., has sought to prove some 
of his theories. Professor Sidus is a psycholo- 
gist. That is. he is a student and expert on 
the human mind.

He didn't "Icari.i to coiuit ten," 
but he learned by play-ing dominoes, the rela- 
tion of numbers (not figures), and his mind 
w as ])ermitied to discover for itself that tAvice 
two makes four. 

They found that a simple book on chem- 
istry was as interesting to the child Avlien he 
first began to read as Avas "Alice in Wonder- 
iand." Not only as interesting, but as luidcr- 
standable. 

He Understood , " 

Well, this Sidus boy Avent to school Avhen 
he was six years old. He entered the first 
grade as usual, and I);,^ noon was sent up lo 
the third gi-adc. In six months he had passed 
through seven school grades, and he didn't 
study and more than, if as much as, did his 
felloAv-pupils. Indeed, it is doubtful if he 
really had to study as other children under- 
stand the worA. He read the text-books 
through and luiderslood them. To "study," in 
the modern accejitation of the word, is to men- 
tally tear the book up and store its statements, 
ilcfinitions, and dates — un-undcrstood-— in the 
head. This is j)urely a parrot's method, 

\\'lien the Sidus boy was nine years old 
he was ready for Harvard. They had to take 
him out of school for a couple of years becatisc 
he was physically a little child (ami mentally, 
too), and he could not endure the discipline, 
the sitting still, and the dvjll routine of high' 



.school. He Avas, in fact, the' mischievous little 
rascal of sca'cu or eight years.

"cramming machine." It is just a healthy 
ehild-^wlip 'has-Jjeehitaught

; ' Professor Sidiis' says that modern .school 
methods tend to repress children and to stunt 
their minds by holding them down to certain 
"easy" subjects. This, sa3'S Sidus, gets the 
child-mind into a groove and destroys its cour- 
age, its originality, and its poAver for independ- 
ent thought. It makes the brain merely a re- 
ceptacle for inforrnatipn;rather than a producer 
of knowledge and thought. ' 

Professor Sidus has at least given us •some- ■ 
thing to think about, . - .' 

'He believes that there arc two great faults 
Avith our school ,system. First education is 
not begun early enough and, second, that chil- 
dren are "taught" rather than "educated." 
Encouraging the Reasoning Powers 

To "teach" is to cram a fact or a definition 
or a date or the name of a letter or the AA'ord 
c-a-t into a baby brain. To "educate" is to 
permit and encourage the child-brain to learn 
automatically by encouraging the reasoning 
])Owei-s. This sounds a little dense, but pei-- 
liaps Ave can make it plain. Sidus took his 
baby boy in hand when he was less than two 
years old. Pie started three sejDarate lines of, 
development. First, he Avas taught a love of 
jjlay and physical exertion ; then Airs. Sidus 
Avas assigned the duty of giving the child a 
full normal dose of Mother Goose, fairy tales, 
and all the babble and prattle of nursci-y days. 
The father, then, each day .sought, not to 
teath the child anything, but to lead him to 
discover for himself some fact and the rela- 
tion.of that fact to other facts. 

The first course gave the child a sturdy 
body and niade him a lover of outdoors and 
an expert in all childish games. The second 
course kept him a "baby"' and stimulated his 
imagination. The third gave him facility in 
handling that most wonderful of all • tools — 
the reasoning brain. 

Never in his life has he been told, in an- 
swer to a question, that he "wouldn't under- 
stand." Never has he been told a thing is 
true "because father says so." Never has he 
been given a false or sloven!}^ ansAver in reply 
to his childish questions. Each time the little 
mind reached out — whether to ask. "How big 
is the sun?" or "Why docs the kitty haA'c a 
tail?" a careful truthful ansAA'cr has been giA^en. 
Sidus found that the "foolish questions" Avhich 
his boy asked were the same that all children 
asked, but he saAV in them the groping of the 
.aAvakening rnind, and sought to give them 
direction, purpose and relation."

:\nd if one i.s interested in the stutly of 
mankind, one l)ctjins to s]3cculatc whether 
sucii a temperament is or is not a misfortune, 
(Jnc tries to define it. At the start one has to 
distinguish between the false and the true. 
There are people who like to pose as artistic 

■'souls, whose capriciousncss and uiipracticai- 
ness are all on tiie outside, who confess a lik- 
ing- for cpieer ihinys and queer persiMis, wliik' 
at heart they are tpiite orilinary, and (VJiild 

• walk the common ways of men i'ar more easily 
•than, these odd paths'thcy like to frecpient. 
The true artistic temperament is never self- 
conscious, and may often be concealed beneath 
a tlioroui2,hly conventional exterior. It may 
hclonj^ to the creative artist, and it may not. 
\ou never know when it is going- to crop up. 

-l:')Ut those who possess it know each otlun-. ami 
know, into the bargain, that when allied to 
powers of expression sttclf a temperament is a 
blessing,, but when divorced from them, a 
curse. ■ . . 

First and foremost, the artistic tempera- 
ment is as changeable as an April day. It is 
never constant, excein to a type, but when uie 
frenzied dexotion to an individual type is upon 
it, there is no nature so capable of nuich 
beautiful self-sacririce, .'li.d, a!a.--. of <o much 
..desperate selfishness. In love, then, the ai'tis- 
tic temperament is likely to come to grief, and 
■to suffer more than an ordinary -nature*. Wc 
havie, often. noticed that-whilc love, and thc-jia- 
tural beauties of the world and treasuTcs^crfart 
and luxurious surroundings are to reasonable 
mortals delightful in their way they arc to art- 
istic temperamq,ilts the things upon which hap- 
])incss— nay, existence itself — tle])ciKls. 
, We have never known anyone with an art- 
'.rstic!' tcn-iioefamcijt" w^ qoiild ,.cvei^ be nioved 

takq the ,so..-c.alled practij^al view of 'life 
if^nfliich- nieWs 'the 'fiicrcenary' v'icw') either in 
marri:ig-e, or woi-k or anything else. 

This is \-cry trj-ing to relations and friends, 
and they often develop the. worst ([ualiiies in 
tliat .nienibcr of an average famil_\- who ])os- 
scsses the artistic temperament, by trying to 
impose their standards iijion Iiini. "lie sensi- 
ble," is often the phrase that crystalizes their 
attitude. They (prget that to some natures 
this practical view is so far from advantageous 
that it' means actual destruction. It is not pos- 
sible to enlarge here upon the other side of the 
])icture— the iinhappiness which the ;irtistic 
temperament brings to others, Mni one niav 
assert that this unhappinc-s coniu iiitcn be 
greatly mitigated by the exercise df a little 
sympathy, by the simple act of renie.ndjering 
that wdiat may seem good and desirable to or- 
dinary persons may not seem either to the ])cr- 
son with ihe artistic temperament.. 

As to that person, we have already said 
that his teniperament will either prove a'bles.s- 
ing or a curse to him, according to his means 
of expressing it.

SOME EASY ENTREE RECIPES, 

The following entrees may all be prepared 
with meat which has been previously .cooked, 
and if the aiq)ended recipes are strictly follow- 
ed, success is assured. 1 have purposely select- 
ed nnh- tlinse dishes which do not' require a 
great deal of preparation'. 

In making ballnns a 1:' Porlu.gaise, it will 
he fnund a good |daii to save all the .gravy 
w hich remains (Ui h;ind Irnm ihe joint of beef 
or imiiton. as the .case may be, as gravy is so 
much better than stock for .soaking the bread- 
crumlxs"; and gives a more distinctive fiavor to 
the dish. Take a quarter of a pound of very 
fresh beef suet and mince it finely till it is prac- 
iicallv' powder. Take lour ounces of bread- 
crumbs, and soak in snine good stock or gravy 
luilil tlie\- lia\-e absorhixl it all. Then mince 
.-1 pound of le;ui - cnld rnasl beef f)r mtiltnn. 
which should he eulirely free from fat. This 
Is heller done by lijtnd. but if pressed for time, 
the mincer can be; used. Mix the \yhole well 
together, add salt and pepper to taste, and bind 
with two wdiole eggs. Take !^6mc small, plain 
round tins, or, failin.g these, little cups, .gtease 
llieui thickly, lill with the mixture, and bake 
till well sot. Turn nut carefully, and serve hot 
with a Portu.giiise sauce. ',- / ■■•'. 

When ;iii}- cnld fal h.'icon remains on hamh 
;i (leliei<uis \-ariet\- of these can.be made with 
either cold chicken, turkey or game, using the 
same pn qiorlions.' and substitul in.g the cold 
boiled lat Ijacon tor the suet. The lean should 
not be used, unless youiare short of, the. chickr 
cn, etc. 

' Cold roast- mutton, more especially if it 
chance to be very underdone, is just abomin- ■ 
atecl by the average man. hut it will never l)e 
recogpized in the guise of caiiolettes a .la.Mii 
laiiaisc.

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There is no type of man less sophisticated 
by human progress and the advance of civik 
ization than your gre&t adventurer — the man 
(by a curious irony of things) on whom as 
often as not falls' the duty of pushing the civ- 
ilization he himself is no part of into l)ack- 
ward lands. Nothing is more rcniarkable to 
tiic reader of the wonderful autol)iography of 
Sir Henry Stanley than tlic fidelity with whicli 
all the traits of his character reproduce those 
of his forbears in the past, of exploration. He 
is ail of a piece with Hawkins and Frdbisher 
and Drake. Tli'e Elizabethans are his twin 
brothers not only in the kind of things lie did 
f)ut in his manner of doing them. 'There is 
tiic same ruthlcssness, the same not \oo fin.- 
icky morality in dealing with native ])eoples, 
tiie same hea\-}- hand. I'nt the resemblance 
goes further than this. This book exhibits a 
piety, th« sincerity of which not. even the 
strongest of Stanley's opponents can justly 
call in c|UCSlion, that is the very folldw of tlic 
piety (if the explorers of old. Tiicse were mil 
llic men to licsitale al hard deeds, yet llieir 
narratives that lemain to us Iceni with rcler- 
ences to the triUhs of revealed religion on al- 
most every page. Sir Henry Stanley's repu- 
tation in Africa was hardly one of gentleness, 
but his chapters arc full of such things as the 
following (part of his reflections at tiie P>at- 
tie of Sliiloh in the American War, in which 
he fought on the Confederate side) : 

"As I moved, horror-stricken, through llie 
fearful siiandilcs, where the dead lay as thick 
as the sleepers in a London park on a Baidv 
■Holiday, I was unable to resist the belief that 



my education had been in abstract things 
which had no relation to our animals existence. 
For if human life is so disparaged, what has it 
to do with such high subjects as God, heaven, 
and immortality? And to think how devotion- 
al men and women pretended to be on a Sun- 
day! Oh, cunning-, cruel man!" 

Plainly the explorer, though perhaps be- 
cause he gets closer to tlie savagery of nature, 
he holds his creed less gently, holds it cer- 
tainly not less fervently, than common men. 

His auobiography, however, is remarkable 
in another way. That part of it whicii he 
wrote completely himself (from his return to 
Europe after the American War to the end of 
his life the Iiook consists of material from his 
papers put together with admirable sympathy 
and judgment by Lady Stanley) is a record of 
youth and u[)bringing, which is only compar- 
able with the histories of Oliver Twist and 
i)a\i(l Copperficld. and is more enthralling 
than these. Certain!}- nothing so aiiiazingly 
niniantie has a])]i<:areil outside fiction for \-ears 
\yA^{. lie was born into a miserable situation 
— (atherless in that his f;\ther died when he 
was still in infanc}', and with a mother who 
wished to disown him. When he was five 
years of age the family with whom he had 
been boarded, wishing to be rid of him, took 
hiin to St. ■•'\sa])h A\''orkhouse and treacher- 
ously left him there. liis childhood and ])art 
(if his schooldays were passed within the work- 
house walls, and when he left it, after many 
vicissitudes with unkind relati\'es antl rclati\-es 
less uidcind, it was to find himself in Li\-er- 
pool as a message-boy in a butcher's shop. The 



story of tiiese early days as he tells it is crow- 
ded with interest. The wprkhpiise and, its 
roiitine are described as forcibly as' if ilie pen 
were Dickens'. His attempts, with his uncle, 
in Liverpool, to get work from a man of means 
whom his uncle, in his prosperous days had 
once befriended read like a passage from tlie 
earlier chapters of "Rokerick Random." Final- 
ly, when the brutality jof the butcher's 'ftfre- 
man drove him to sea in the sailing ship Win- 
dermere, an American trader bound for' New 
Orleans, as a cabin boy, his narrative reads- 
almost like Mr. Masefield's best. One cannot 
help thinking that had Stanley chosen to be a 
novelist he might have given us some fine ro- 
mances; as it is, he chose to li\-e ad\-cntnre in- 
stead of writing it — and, after all, it is the 
better way. 

The voyage to America soured his taste for 
a sea life, as it has s(-)ured man}' others before 
and since. The hrutalit}- nf his masters and 
the Nvrctchedness of his cniployment dru\-e him 
to seek his luck on shure. lie had not long to 
wp.it. In the first street lie tried he saw a gen- 
tleman in an alpaca suit seated before a store 
entrance reading a newspaper. 

"After a second look at the respectable fig- 
ure and genial face, I ventured to ask — 

" 'Do you want a iioy, sir?' 
" 'Eh?' he demanded with a start; 'what did 
you say?' 

""l want some work, sir. I asked if j'ou 
wantefl a hoy.' 

" 'A boy,' he replied slowly, and fixedly re- 
garding me. 'No, 1 do not think I want one.' " 

But he did want one after all, and the inci- 



dent proved to be the making of Stanley's 
career. .The man in the alpaca suit:,was, Henry 
Morton ' Stanley, and he itr was W.hb a : shibrt 
time afterward adopted the boy who had been 
so satisfactory in his service as his own son. 
From this time forward the young man from 
VV^ales never looked back. He served in the 
American W ar on the Confederate side, was 
present at the Battle of SUiloh, which (as also 
the dysentery in the war hospitals) he de- 
scribes in a manner not unwortliy of "La 
Debacle," and was ultimately taken prisoner 
of war. Journalism ami a connection with 
tlie New York Herald brought him to Europe, 
and there begins the story of tlic I Jeury ,Stan- 
ley Avhoin wc knew. 

Curiously enough, the later part of his 
book, though it contains a great deal of enter- 
taining detail of men and things, hardly sus- 
tains the interest of the earlier. The subject 
certainly is not at faidt. Jlis meeting with 
Li\-ingstnne in Central .Africa — one remen-ibers 
the famous "Dr. Livingstone, 1 ])rcsnrMe'" — is 
one of tile nuwl striking and spectacular inci- 
dents in modern exploration. The foundation 
of the Congo State — perhaps, when all is saiil, 
the least creditable act in his chequered Afri- 
can career — was the opening of a new and mel- 
ancholy chapter in the history of the world. 
The great search for Emin Pasha led him from 
shore to shore of the Dark Continent. But in 
spile of all that — perhaps because he had told 
the story of each of these things before, and no 
one cm set down a second time the record of 
any vivid experience without losing something 
of the freshness and force of the first — his 



reader's attention flags in the later chapters. 
One or tvvo 'good .things, however, there , are,< 
besides the story of the Livingstone meeting;' 
which is too fine in itself to lose much even by 
inferior telling. One is the chapter on South 
Africa, with its contemptuous condemnation 
of the Raid and its powerful but violent and 
over-enipha,tic portrait of President Kruger. 
Another, is the -selection from his note-books 
which close the volume. From one of these 
headed "On starting an expedition" — we quotC} 
in closing, a good example of liis temperament 
and the opulent grandiloquence in which he 
liked to write: 

"Pious missionaries, even while enga^-cd in 
worshi]), have been massacred 'at tlie altar. 
The white skin of the baptised European avails 
nothing against the arrow.' Holy amulets and 
crosses are no protection against the spear. 
Faith, without awakened faculties and the 
sharp exercise of them, is no shield at all 
against lawless violence!" 

All of which iniidies more than it seems, 
and perhaps suggests that Mr. Bclloc's "VVil- 
liani i;iootl" ("but we have got The Ataxim 
gun and they have not") was not so very wide 
of the mark after all. — G. H. M.

( )nly a tew years ago we should all h;i\c 
been sellling into winter (|u;irlers and resign- 
ing onrseK-es to see no more of the coniitr\- 
for aiKither six months or s(.i. lint the coming 
of the motor car has changed all that. Now 
that there is no more waiting at draughtv 
stations on little cross-country jonriu vs, peo- 
ple are more generally sociable than tlie\- used 
tf> be. Week-end parlies uieei all the ycn- 
rouml al count|-\- houses, ,-uid it is rather in- 
teresting to remark a change that is beginning 
to be noticeable in the kind of dresses worn 
on these occasions. 

Evening gowns arc much simpler than 
■those usually seen in London, This may look 
atjfirst sight, to the uninitiated, a measure of 
economy, but it is apt to work out as an ex- 
travagance. Gowns that had been worn once 
or twice in London used to do \ery well for 
the country, but now it is necessary to have 
two quite separate sets (->f evening costumes. 

With these simpler evening dresses, eery 
few jewels are worn, often nothing. but a string 
.of pearls. These in many cases are truly mag- 
mficenf, -great, ropes falling to the knee, but 
their' effect is quieter than that of the spark- 
ling jewels usually worn with evening dress. 
This custom may have begun with a reaction 
from the untimely or over-gorgeous display 
of jewels that is the foible of some rich Ameri- 



cans, but one of t!ic first, if not the very fu'st, 
to introduce it'liere was a beautiful American 
of enormous wealtii, very well known in Eng- 
lish society. 

With the present graceful gowns depend- 
ing on perfection of cut and beauty of line 
and with a minimum of oniament, this style 
has certainly a veiy pleasing effect, though 
some women sjioil it by forgetting that the 
co'ffnre must form a harmonious part of the 
whole. I lair arranged with elaborate intricacy 
does not go well \\-ith a severely simple even- 
ing di'ess and a string of pearls. 

Travelling With Jewels.

Motoring Headgear 

Long dri\-es in the winter arc generally- 
taken in a closed ca.i-, but when the weather 
is at al! kindly it is a i)il}- to fcn-cgo the ex- 
liilaralioii of the fresli air and the better view 
of the country you get from an open car. 
\'er\- pretty dainty hoods arc at ])resent being 
made for molcn-ing-, with sill-: frills and gauze 
\-eils to nialcli. These ai-e lar prettier tli;ni 
hats when llu; e;ti- is mo\-iiig f;ist : they catch 
the wind \ e'r\- little, and if properly jjut on 
crmiiot be disphu'ed. .A plume of fe;itl!ers he- 
comes a ridiculous sight at ;i great deal below 
the legal sjieerl limit; it streams in the wind 
like a horse's tail, and its feathers are ver\- 
likely to get broken and ruined. The danger 
of the hood is that it must be made of a shape 
to suit its wearer, and of a reasonable colour. 
People often seem to forget these necessities. 
P.onnets or hoods above everything need to 
he individual. A good deal of \-;iriety is pos- 
sible in the length of the sides, the ai-raiige- 
meiit of the ribbons, the shape of tlie curve 
that encloses the face. Often a point coming 
forward over the middle of the forehead rnakes 
all . the difference to tUe .effect ; bfteh jt is a 
mere mattdr of careful piittiiig oh". ' In clioos- 
ihg the colour regard should be paid to : the 
other bonnets that often travel in the same 
car. Not long ago I met a car full of gracious 
grey-haired women all dressed' in subdued and 



harmonious shades (if violet. The car itself 
was dark green, and the whole effect as it 
passed with its load was vcr}' pleasant. An 
actress- driving her own car in a huge hat 
covered with brilliant plumes may be a strik- 
ing sight, but hers is that painful kind of 
originaIit\' that does tilings not Ijecause it 
\\'ishes to do them but because it thinks other 
people will be surprised ;uid shocked. We do 
not want to be turned out all alil<e as though 
we were dolls dressed by the gross : \\-e do 
want each one of us to make the best of our 
own good points and to exercise our own indi- 
vidual choice, within the limits of good sense 
and good taste.

done, if possible, through the mincing machine. 
Add to it the suet, the oysters (having first cut 
them into tiny pieces), and four ounces of 
bread-crumbs, which have been allowed to 
soak up the liquid from the oysters. Add salt, 
white ]5eppcr, and a very liltic grated milmeg 
to taste. I'lind with two large cooking eggs, or 
if ex|)ense has to be \-ery close!}- stiulied. with 
the remains of tlie cdd sauce (either becliamel, 
melted butter, or anchovy will do ecpially 
wein, left over from the dinner of the night be- 
fore. Grease some small cups, fill with the 
mixture, and bake till .set. Turn out carefully, 
serve with tomato sauce and. if liked, a border 
of dressed macaroni. This entree can be cook- 
ed in a targe mould, if preferred, but if so, it 
i-erpiires great care in turning (nil. The c(uan- ^ 
tit}- of o}-sters ma}- be doubled if wished. Cold 
eliiclcen, cnld beef, cold veal or rabbit, or an\' 
sort of L;ame are all equally suitable for its 
])i-eparaiioii. 

For a very simple and incxpensise entree, 
to precede, say, grilled steak, or cutlets, when 
you arc dining by yourselves, it would be hard 
to beat pommes de tcrre a la Regence, Take 
three ounces of hot boiled |)oialoes, and mash 
them with a little boiling milk. I'.cat up till 
(piite while and \-er\- light. ll;i\-e read}- two 
ounces of cold roast mutton or beef and an 
ounce of ham. .Mix and mince the whole well 
togelhei-. then add the maslied potato, to^etlier 
with a little lincly minced |)arsley and shallot, 
and pepper, salt and mace to taste, being very 
careful not to over-do the mace. Add the yolk 
of one large or two small cooking eggs, whisk 
well together, and finally add the whites of the 
eg,gs, ]ireviously whi])ped to a linn froth with 
.'1 tiny ]u'iicli of s;dt. Ih-iw read}- :isaueepan 
hall full of clarified beef drippiii.g. li-om wliieli 
tlie !)lue sniolce is rising li-eel\-. ,\dd the mix- 
ture in dessert spoonfuls ;il a time, and fr}- to 
;i ver\' light golden-brown line. Talce out, dr;iiu 
(in kitchen paper, ami serve as li(.)l as iiossiblc. 
Care must be taken not to fry too many at 
once, or the fat will become chilled and the 
puffs spoilt. 

Oignons a la Seville is also a very inexpen- 
sive entree. Take some cold ro;ist chicken — 
the veriest morsels will do, jirovided they are 
first freed from slciii. Mince tliern I'mel}' 1)}- 
hand. Add to them their own weight in finel}-- 
minced cold boiled bacon, equal parts of fat 
;ind lean, or, if obtainable cold liam. Mix with 
a heaped dessertspoonful of fine bread-crumbs, 
previously soaked in a little good gravy or 
stock. Season to taste with salt, pepper, and a 
very little grated nutmeg. Bind with a wcll- 
bea,ten egg. Now take some very large onions, 
peel them and blanch them for a 
ijiiaiter of an hour. Take out the centre, and 
fill it up with the prepared farce. Grease a 
white, fire-proof china dish thickly. Arrange 



tlic onions oi-i this. Sprinkle thickly with frcsli- 
ly fried bread-crumbs, and bake till done in a 
quick oven. If liked, when -finished, a little 
tomato or other sauce may be poured around 
the base. When economy has to be .strictly 
studied, the meat from half a pound of fresh 
(uncooked) beef sausages maybe used for this 
dish, and the man who would think hiinself 
very ill-used indeed if given nothing better 
than fried sausages for late dinner will eat oni- 
ons, stuffed as above described, with delight, 
and pronounce them very good. 

A simple entree wherein sausages play an 
unrecognizable yet principal part is tomates a 
!;i I'rankfurt. Take sonje ripe but very sound 
tomatoes and wash them. Dry them well. 
Cut off the stalk end, and with a small tea- 
spoon scoop out the seeds, etc. Dust the in- 
sule of each ton-iato liberally with salt and 
Idack ]iepper, and put a very tiny bit of but- 
ter in each. Now take from half a pound to a 
pound (according to the number of tomatoes) 
ofTrcsh beef sausages. Free them from their 
skins. Add to, them a heaped teaspoonful of 
finely-minced parsley and shallot or chives, if 
possible a minced mushroom, and a tiny grate 
of nutmeg. Mix well together. Fill the toma- 
toes with this farce. Sprinkle the tops thickly 
with fried bread crumbs, place a tiny bit of 
butter on top of each, and bake in a ratlier 
sharp oven till the tomatoes are quite cooked 
and the farce a nice brown hue. Serve with a 
little brown gravy round the base, and if they 
arc to form the piece de resistance, as it were, 
serve baked potatoes with them also. These 
should be s])lit open at oiie end, and a bit of 
butter and a dash of jjcpper and salt inserted.

I'Acn afur the\- were located, so pei'- 
feclly did thee blend with the light ,gray rocks 
spoiled with black lichens that il was almost 
impossible to make them out, .\t this dis- 
tance, through the ghisscs, the\' lookcil like 
small .gray flies crawling ahnig a window 
pane. I.eaxiiig Xed lo keep a lookout, as from 
<liis position he could command the entire val- 
lev, jimiiiy and f climbed up over the rim of 
the canon ami started after the sheep. 

When we rctiched the ]dace directly above 
where wc stippijsed Ihey were located, we 
worked cautiously up lev the edge and Iciolced 
over into the valley below, but they were gone. 
So wc walked on slowly along the edge of the 
mountain toward the head of the canon, keep- 
ing all the time in a jiosilion wdierc we could 
see into the valley, U'e were nalurally look- 
ing ahead in the tiirection in wdiich wc telt 
certain the shee|) bad gone. 1 happened to 
look directly below us and there in the open, 
about seven hundred yards away, in plain 
view, stood nine sheep watching us. In this 
flock was a magnificent old ram thai even at 
that distance was clearly distinguishable 
thron.gli the glasses by bis size, color and 
large horns. \\'c were caught in the very ;iei, 
as it were, for the_\- bad seen us first.

1 1 was necessary lor us lo 
crawl to the top. of the mountain and ,go cn- 
tirelv around the bead of the eaiuMi to gel well 
bevimd the sheep, lor the wind w;is down the 
canon and wc dari' not ;itlenipi to .ipproaeli 
froiii lhal -i<le. < hi the other liand, if we 
pro,-irhei| In.nii below, we would be broughl 
in idain sight im- a long distance. It took ns 
about an 'hour to climb to the top of the 
canon and work arouml its head and back 
down the opopsile side above the place where 
we had last seen them. Here 1 sal ilown lo 
rest .-iiid view the grand panorama of moiiii- 
tain scenery stretching bctori' me. 

The allilude, as shown by the barometer, 
ai this [loinl was fi\'e tli<iusani.l. live hundred 
leet. e.)n the south side w,'is a mighly canon 
probable two thousand feel deeii. ;ind into this 
ran the one on the verge of wliich I was sit- 
ting. To the north was the great top of 
level mountain: to the west and southwest 
were giant peaks covered with ihe etmnrd 
snows, dazzlin.g wdiilc in the brilliant morning 
sun: and far to tin- cistward, four ihoiisaiui 
iCet below, could be seen the narrow green 
\allev of the Chesley with the ri^•er winding 
through it \\\<c a l)roken sil\-er thread, I'lie 
SCC1U' wa- I'.-ortli climbing a thousand ft'ct 
to see, 

jimmy somi returned from a rccoiinoiteiing 
trip and awoke mc from my enraptured spell 
by announcing that, he had crawled to the 
edge of the cliff and could see the sheep far 
below wdierc we had last viewed them.

BEATING FOR LARGE GAME IN OUDH 
FORESTS 

.About a quarter of a mile from the bunga- 
hnv. where a parly will find il most conveni- 
ent to stay, .'i long strip of jungle, not e.Nceed- 

ing 20O cards at its wddcsl part, runs almost 
due north and soulh. ;uid can easilv be beaten 
by a ])o.-,se of fifty villagers, whuni the shi- 
kaiis can collect from the villages of Snjauli 
and Cliapi)aria, live miles or so distant frcjm 
Xishangara. Surrounded on all sides b}' a 
plain covered with grass and the tall reeds 
(called iiarkhol), this piece of jungle is a fav- 
orite resort for tiger, bear, and leoiiards, who 
find it a convnMiienl ])oiiU d'a|)i)ui for sUdking 
till' bi- herds of cattle that .^raze on the open 
tract adjoinin.iL;. One can always beat Ijliainsa 
Lot (buffaloes' wallow, as ihe place is called), 
111 hojies u\ hav ing a shot at smiie or other of 
the big earnivora, including bear, though bruin 
cannot be properly classed among the e.iieis 
of flesh, ( )n one occasion a Inck v siiballern 
bagged a tiger during the firsl beat, and when 
the line W(ud<ed back in rcwersc direction fid- 
lowed up that feal by bowling over a fine leo- 
])ard, < )f course, such got)il fortune sehk)ni oc- 
curs : slill, there is always the chance of some- 
thing big being in this beat, and of 13hainsa Lot 
it may be correctly said thai it is the unex- 
])ected that ha])pens. There are two places in 
that jungle where' mech;ins can be put up, 
thai towards the middle of tin: wood being the 
be.--l, since llie spijrlsmen nec<l not shift ])osi- 
lion fen- the beats — one Iroin the north end 
down to llie machans, another from the Su- 
jaiili road, on the south, back to them — but 
merely turn round, .so as to face in the required 
direction. Four or five machans can be used, 
but e)nly three of these command likely sjkjIs, 
the others Ivdng on the edge of the jungle, and 
best emjiloyed as slo^js, slujuld a wounded 
beast try to break out to the outside ))lain and 
escape through the high cover to the main for- 
est and safet}'. 

Thjs form of sport is preferable to the try- 
ing work of sitting over a kill, wdiich was' de- 
scribed in the former letter. From the time 
w hen the first shout tells expectant sahibs that 
the beat li.is begun, till the line of natives ap- 
pear in front of the machans, one is on the 
alert and ready to put in a shot as soon as the 
[irey comes in sight. The strain is perhaps as 
.great as when engaged in the other method, 
but does not last so long. The noise of the 
beat, men yelling in various keys, some beat- 
ing little drums of primitive maiiufacliire, and 
the occasiiMial increasctl volume of cries when 
a big ;inimal is disturbed by the beating line, 
all leml to ipiicl<en the pulse and render ;i well- 
managed hunt of this sort a tieliglitful experi- 
ence, the accompanyhig spice of danger adding 
a zest not found in the best arranged battue 
or drive for grouse. 

It is a mistake lo think that shooting from 
a maclian is all beer and skittles, and an unfair 
way of bagging the game, .\])arl from the ne- 
cessity ol k'eeping absolutidv still in one ])ose 
from the commencement of a beat to its fin- 
ish, the shooter must guard (especiallv if a 
novice at the game) against his atlcniion being 
diverted from intent watch over the jungle 
directly in front of the machan he is in. Usual- 
ly these coigns of vantage are placed by the 
shikari in trei's near which there is a ]i;ilb, or 
run, .■iliiiig which animals generallv movt', .and 
it is wiiuderlul how conservative most of ihe 
lelidae >are in such mailers. 

After a year's sport in the ISahraich forest 
an (jbservant man knows lo within a few yards

I'ersoiialiv, I h;i\r never been om when a 
tiger li.as seen .and char;;ed al a macba.n, yel 
have read of cases of this occurring. Tweh ■ 
feel is recommended as a safe height lo -ig nj) 
those ])erclies, but it is more difficult to aim at 
that elevation, and one gets a wider field bv 
sitting (dgbl or iiine feel above terra firnni. 
I ' ii-nspcct ing d.mger from above,, neither liger 
ne.|- leopard look ti]!, unless some noi.-e at- 
tracls iheir ;iltention, albeit it often seems as 
if their ,!.;;ize met th.at of their enemy, the 
sportsman. In the vulunie of "IJadminton" on 
big game shooting rather a quaint reason in 
f;ivor of low mtichans is given — to vvil, lhat ,i 
tiger, should he "spot" one, and .-pring al the 
tree, would probably go loo hi!_;h and pass 
ovei the nnicbati ;ind i'.s occupant.

])ossiblc to shoot from the jiad lo both sides, 
iience one risks losing the chance of aiming 
lhat is obtained bv standing in a bowdali. Hog 
deer are also forthcoming, and require the 
quickness of aim demanded in rabbit shooting, 
while, abandoning rifle for shotgun, on - the 
journey back to canip one gets capital fun from 
black partridge, large numbers of those hand- 
some birds dwelling on the plains round Ni- 
sliaiigai":i. It is rarely any good to beat in the 
actual forest blocks, as the result does nol re- 
pay the iroul.ile and expense, a large number of 
beaters being necessary for that task. An ex- 
cciJtion must be made where certain cases of 
grass and undergrowth occur, clearing in the 
midst of the woods of sal and other kinds of 
timber. 

I ItTe li.^cr frc(pienlly be u]) tifter killin.g, 
bill more so during the hot than the colfl 
weather: slill, there is alvvavs bo]ie of distiirl)- 
ing a bear ny leo|)ard, failing wdiich inic might 
do worse than bowd over a wild bo:it", whose 
in-k's are a nice tdphy and wdiose flesh will 
be highly relished 1)V' the low-caste camp fol- 
lo\\ers. Fasis and the like. The patches of 
cov er just described do not demand the ser- 
vices of man v tde])liants for beating, as they are 
r.arely nim'c than - eightv yards in width, 
lliough of considerable length, winding in tor- 
luons fashimi between two belts of forest. 

If general shooting is the order of tlic da}-, 
lieacock, and perhaps a stray ]jorciii)ine, mav 
figure in the bag, and on the way back to camp 
of an aftcrno(m graceful cheetal are to be met 
with crossing the narrow drives that arc-rnain- 
tained by the forest department for working 
purposes. L'nfortunately for the cold-weather 
visitor, most of the slags are in velvet during 
thal season, and consequently one is forbidden 
to shoot them : but this nol a universal rule, 
and one may be lucky enough lo come across 
an animal in good conidlion, and add a fine 
head to other trophies. Wild dog, those posts 
of the jungle, are sometimes found, but more 
by chance than design, and each of their skins, 
tawny in color, with bushy, black tails, means 
a reward of lo niioees at the nearest govern- 
menl treasury. Even should the bag prove 
disappoiiiling. the free life under the green- 
wood tree, in a perfect climate and amid beau- 
tiful scenery, ought to recompense the stran- 
ger from distant Europe for the expense an<l 
trouble of a sojourn in the forests of Oudh. — 
Forester.

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The so-culled romance of heraldry does not 
exist, and never did exist. The fabled ro- 
mance, .which mediaeval writers wove about 
.the science in a misguided attempt to glorify 
and magnify it, is fiction pure and simple, and 
no part of real heraldry. Armory, to use ii 
more accurate and less comprehensive term, is 
and was entirely utilitarian, servjng the three- 
fold purjwse of evidence of pedigree, decora- 
tive advertisement of ownership, and military 
identification. 

Armory, however, was an essential part of 
all pageantry, and particularly of the tourna- 
ment. The tournament was in reality far from 
being as romantic as many suppose, but at the 
same time it had a certain element uf romance 
about it, and probably for that reason armory 
has acquired a reputation of being romantic. 

The romance came in later, when armor)*^ 
as an operative fact in everyday life was on the 
Avanc. To that period — the latter part of the 
sixteenth and the early part of the seventeenth 
ecnturics — belong the gorgeously romantic 
stories which under the tliin disguise of family 
legend and tradition have been hung upon 
theretofore coniparativel}- meaningless de- 
signs. Kings did not walk about in olden days 
waiting for heroic deeds to reward them with 
pictured and commemorative emblems. X'^^hat 
happened in fact was that at a feudal muster 
the king's officers — the hcrald.s — were present, 
and took care that those who required arms for 
the military purposes of their usage were duly 
and sufficiently .supplied. 

The Pun in Heraldry. 
The basis of the bulk of the ancient arms 
Avas the pun, arms were the pictured emblems, 
representing, or hinting, to the illiterate the 
name or the designation of the lands of the 
. owner, that he and his retainers might be iden- 
tified. A very large proportion of ancient 
arms are still identifiable as punning or allu- 
sive arms. There is not the slightest doubt 
that if we still knew the vernacular colloquial- 
isms then current that there would be but few 
of the ancient coats not so explainable. The 
corbies of Corbet, the talbot of Talbot, the 
steward's chcquerboard of Stuart, are all pal^ 
pabiy of the class to which I refer. But the 
identification of the three water bougets of De 
Ros needs no little research before we recog- 
nize in the trois boutz d'eau, to use the Nor- 
man French description, the ideally cpiaint 
conceit in which originated the arms of the 
Trustbuts of W'artcr in Yorkshire adopted by 
the family of Dc Ros who iiiherited their 
lands. In the vernacular word "langellyn", 
meaning to bind, we get the origin of the fet- 
terlock adopted as a badge by Edmund of 
Langley. 

Perpetuation of Legends. 

But when wc get to a period a little later we 
find that wlien the ncccssit}' for the adoption 
of arms arose in a family the decision as to the 
design was made the opportunity of iicrpetu- 
aling some old legend. When one design is as 
anniher, why not choose something which will 
])erpetuatc the legeiul. The Lathom family 
luul a legend that the heir as a baby was car- 
ried off by an eagle and rcscueil from the eerie 
of the bird. So they addjitcd tiie eagle preying 
• 111 a chilfl in swaddling clothes, wiiich device 
;is "tile bird and bantling" of their descendants 
the Siaideys, has long been famous. The Fitz- 
geralds have a legend that a tame monkey 
saved the heir from a burning house, for which 
reason they carr}' a monkey as their crest. Tiie 
J^eslies explain the buckles on their arms by 
the quaint story that their ancestor riding as a 
.serving man before one of the Scottish Queens 
Avas fording a river when the lady slipped from 
the saddle. Leslie gripped licr by her waisi- 
belt, and in respcjnse to her frantic ;q)i)eals to 
lie saved assured her siie was all right "gin the 
buckle hold." Then we have the story of the 
i lamilton^. .\n ancestor fleeing from pursucr> 
look refuge with a woodman, who gave him 
clothes as a disguise, and put him to work to 
.saw through the trunk of a tree. The pursuers 
arrived to the cnnsternati(jn uf the mythical 
[Hamilton, whereupon tlie v^oudinan recalled 
bis attenlimi \>y .shouting "Through," meaning 
that he shuuld gn cm sawing through the tree. 
This (|uaiin legend is jml forward to exjilain 
ilic llamiltcMi crest uf an nak tree transfixed bv 
a frame saw, and their motto "Through." An 
identical legend explains the thresher wielding 
a flail, and the motto "Now thus" which the 
Traflords bear, as al.so the mower using a 
scythe borne by the Ashctons and the Pilking- 
lons, the latter family using the weird motto. 
' rilkington pack down the master mows the 
meadows." 

Nae Smith. 
The .same legend of di.siriiise, wuh an added 
incident of a brijk'cn h;imnier, ;md (in this cast.') 
the smith remarking that the refugee was "nae 
smith" is supposed to explain the name of Nae- 
smyth, and the hand Aviclding a broken ham- 
mer which the fatnily use as a crest. What may 
be the suitable legend to explain the crest of 
JJakyns, which is an arm holding a battle-axe, 
and" its accom])anying moitti, "Strike IXaykins 
the devil's in the hemp" the writer li;is failed 
to ascertain, 'i'he I lay legend, as a, j^erfect ex- 
ample of the comijlete untruth, is as follows: — 
At the Battle of Luncarty the Scots were suf- 
fering defeat and fleeing through a pa.ss in the 
mountains, when an olil countryman with his 
two sons rallied them, and with no other wea- 
— jions than the ox-poles taken from their plough 
led the Scots to victory, and the old man then 
iH'ing' exhausted lay on the grouml crying, 
J lay! J l;iy I as he gasped for breath, whereupon 
the King in token of his gratitude, gave Lord 
lirrol's family Hajrfor their name; and as much 
land in the Carse of Gowrie as a falcon could 
' Jly over before alighting. In token of the fore- 
J .going Lord ErrdI bears a ifalcon for his crest, 
two countrymen carrying ox-yokes for his sup- 



l)ortcrs with the motto "Serva jugum" (O.bey 
the yoke), and for his arms a shield showing 
thereon three inescutchcons to typify the fact 
that the bid man and his two sons were the 
three shields of Scotland. .'\s a matter of cold 
fact there, ncA'cr was such a battle. 

The Scottish Thistle. 

'I'hen. again, we get the legend concerning 
the Scottish thistle, too Avell known for repeti- 
tion. The thistle really was merely adopted 
as a typically national flower in rivalry to the 
rose of England. Silch are' the legends upon 
which the so-called "romance" of heraldry is 
based. ■ Whether the legends were subsecpiein- 
ly invented -to • explain existing devices or 
whether tfie'devices were deliberately chosen 
to commemorate ancient fairy-tales, tnust ever 
remain a mystery, btit in a good many cases 
there can be no doubt the legends are pure 
matters of subsequent fabrication. 

But when we come to recorded historical 
fact wc get .something similar, doubt'e.ss the 
cause of the envious invention of the fiction 
above referred to. The buckles am\ strains of 
the T'elhams are the augmentation which com- 
memorates the capture of King John of France 
at the battle of Foictiers by Sir John de Fel- 
hatn and Sir Roger la Warr. The motto, " jour 
de ma vie," borne by Lord De la Warr refers 
to the same incident. 

At the battle of Crecy. Piers Legh "did val- 
iantly' rere and adA-ance"' the banner of lul- 
Avard the Black I-^rince "to the noe little en- 
couragement of the ICnglish .\nny, as alsoe 
that he manfully tooke prisoner the Counte 
dc Tranquervil, a Norman, the King's capital 
enemy," but it was not until 1665 that Dug- 
dale, Norro}' King of Arms, granted to the de- 
scendant of Piers Legh the augmentation 
Avhich now commemorates his bravery. The 
augmentation consists of a man's arm holding 
a standard. 

The Wounded Lion of Scotland 

King Henry VIII., after the battle of Flod- 
den, by Act of F^arliament, added the wounded 
Scottish lion within the Scottish Royal trcs- 
sure to the bend, of the Howard Arms, and 
Drake after he had circumnavigated the earth 
had for his crest the ship drawn by a heaveidy 
hand around the globe. The exact reason Avhy 
Queen FUizabeth granted her own bust as a 
crest to Sir .-\nthony Wcldon, her Clerk of the- 
Spicery, can only be conjectured. Colonel 
Avho hid with King Charles in the Oak at Bos- 
. cobel, was granted f'^'t his arms an oak tree 
surmounted b}' three Imperial crtjwns to typify 
the trijilc kingdom. ,Mislri;ss jane Lane, wIk; 
accompanied the Ixing ti> the coast, earned iov 
her fainil\' their crest of the str;iwberry-roan 
horse holding a crown in its feel, and the right 
to bear as a part of their arms the Royal Arms 
of England. In^ consequence of this grant the 
Lane family jiay no tax on their arms, because 
the Royal .Arms are exempted by statute from 
taxation. — By A. C. Fox-Davies.

Best Fitted for Mothers and Home Life 

There is a cemnnon impression tluii a uni- 
\ersity education temperamentally, sometimes 
CA'en phj'sically unfits a woman for mother- 
hood. That is liot the opinion of Mrs. Philip 
Carpenter, one of the most advanced feminine 
thinkers in the United States. On the con- 
trary, she belicA'es that it is precisely the 
coliege-ljred woman Avho makes the best 
motlicr. Slie gives reasons for this opimon. 

It is (lualitA', and u<n quantil_\- of children 
that shoulil count. \\'omi.'n tiulav are every- 
where realiziii;;- the liiity cf what .Mrs, .M;ir- 
garet Deland has called "conscious lUdthcr- 
liood " They are beginning to understand the 
<luty of i^arents does not end with bringing 
children into the world — only begins there. 

Women today are becoming "conscious" 
that every child iiorn is entitled to a ^definite 
sh.irc of money, nf education, of love. Moth- 
ers are learm'ng that thev have no moral or 
.social ri<,dH to be responsible for ;i larger 
fainilx- than tliey can care for properly. It is 
not playing fair with either the famil)- or the 
world. In this general movement of "con- 
scious," as oposed to mere instinctiA'e animal 
motherhood, the college women, because of 
their high average breadth of vision, or per- 
haps the leaders. 

Has the Necessary Knowledge 

Then the college-bred woman knoAvs how 
to care for her children so excellently— she is 
such a perfect mother in that sense. She has 
personally acqitired the necessary scieiilific 
l<nowledge to look after the jihysical side of 
hei- children's lives. She know> the Laws of 
hygiene and many simple medical regulations. 
She is (pialified to guide the unfolding of the 
small minds through her study of psychology 
and anthropology. She is almo.st always able 
to create an atmosphere of culture and social 
charm in her home — one of the finest, sweet- 
est influences on growing boys anrl .girls.

A correspondent tells of a novel experi- 
ence he had Avhen fishing on LocH Lomond 
in September with one of his .sons. One 
evening, be says, as \\-c were being rowed 
back to Luss, we observed a connnotion on 
^thc surface of the loch. -V few strokes of the 
Oar brought us abreast of the disturbance, 
and then avc noticed a small perch, about a 
quarter of a pound in Aveight, struggling along 
the surface, with an eel, or lamprey, of eight 
or nine inches, attached to it. ,\ sweep of 
the landing net brought both on board, and 
we then saw that the eel was firmly fixed by 
its mouth to the back of the perch. The lit- 
tle demon held on for a minute or two after 
landing high and dry in the boat, but idti- 
mately let go its grip. We then returned 
the perch into the loch. The boatman prompt- 
ly cut off the eel's hcafi, aitd showed us a 
curious natural provision. The eel's mouth 
was roinid, and exactly like a bo\-'s sucker, to 
enable it to fix on to a fisl^,, v.-hilc in its 
throat Avas seen a natural apjiarattis, like a 
screw Avith which the eel anchored itself 
firmly to its prey. We also saw in the loch 
a poAvan (the fresh- water herring), almost 
exhausted, Avith an eel hanging to it; but this 
time we left the attacked fish to its fate. 
F'.very day it was quite a common matter to 
see salmon aufl sea trout leaping sever.al feet 
into the air. often fi\-c or six times in rapid 
succession, in the endeavor to get rid of an 
eel. When the fish leaped near the boat the 
eel could plainly be sen and on one occas- 
ion we observed the eel become detached, and 
the fish come down free. Apparently the eel 
drops off Avhcn satisfied with its meal, and 
only the small fish are likely to succumb to 
an attack, thougli doubtless repeated attacks 
would kill even a salmon.

The Parliamentary Hat 



I-Ieadgear has always played an .important 
part in the daily life of Parliaiiient. "The first 
thing that strikes the casual visitor to the 
House is that a large proportion of the mem- 
bers are wearing their hats. As a rule the}' do 
not uncover unless Avhcn a message under the 
sign manual is being read, or when a AOte of 
sorrow is being passed with regard to some' 
departed notability. It looks odd, but the hat 
has a story of its oAvn.. 

There is an ill-informed- tradition that the 
hat is Avorn during the sittings of the House 
as a demonstration that parliament is indepen- 
dent of "the Crown." It is a poor joke and 
bad history. The custom has nothing more 
behind il llian the i)reservation of a traditional 
]n-ivilege ; for, as Townsend tells us, it "argues 
no absence of ceremony or Avant of respect." 
It is beyond doubt that at one time it was 
fashionable to A\'ear a hat not only in ])arlia- 
ment but at dinner-parties, and even at church ! 
So much so, indeed, that Pepys complains, in 
his "Diary,'' of 'a strange culd in my head. 
(cause<l) by Hinging oft my hat at .linner." 
Times have changed, but parliament has not 
(piite ciianged with them ; and thus the hat, 
like the ])oor. is always with us. 

But the old order changcth, giving place to 
the new. and this generation is unconsciously 
witnessing the passing aAvay of the parliamen- 
tary bat. Until twenty years ago, the only Avay 
of securing a seat on any bench in the House 
was to i)lace one's hat upon it. Having done so, 
ihe member was dc'emed to be "in the service 
of the House." and so long as he did not quit 
the i)recinlhs of the jialace. that seat was his 
I'or that day. "Old ])arliainentary hands" re- 
call that Mr. Labouchere, in order to secure 
seats for some of his colleagues who Avere un- 
able to come down early, brought Avith him 
/ several hats, and that genial caricaturist. Sir 
F. C Gould, has immortalized the occasion 
during the debate on the Home Rule Bill Avhcn 
Mr. .Austin Chamberlain, then a young mem- 
ber of the House, brought down a cab-load of 
hats for a similar purpose. It was then that a 
kindly and fiery nationalist, the late Dr. Tan- 
ner, not to be outdone in strategy, attempted 
to anticipate Air. .Austen Chamberlain by di- 
vesting himself of his coat and Avaistcoat, in 
order to secure coveted seats for some of the 
Irishmen. But alas for the gaiety of parlia- 
ment! An unfeeling Speaker ruled that seats 
could not thenceforth be secured by deputy. 

Worse was to follow. The House actually 
decided to abolish the power of the hat ; and 
nowadays, if a member A\-ants to secure a seal, 
he must be there Ijcfore prayers and ])lace two 
cards u|)on ihe seat — one to reserve it during 
prayers, and the other to retain it for the rest 
of the day, subject, of course, to his ha\'ing at- 
tended the devotional exercise. The idea may 
have been to offer to legislators an immediate 
inducement to piet}-, but. if so, it is to be fear- 
ed the object has failed. The promiJt reward 
docs attract some ; btit the destruction of the 
hat's su))remacy suggests some painful cpier- 
ie.s. \\"hv, for example, is no member of the 
government or no member of the front 0]Ji)osi- 
tion bench ever seen at prayers? If the truth 
must be told, it is because they ccupy those 
seats, not indeed by prescription, but by cour- 
tesy, and there is therefore no necessity for 
them to be present at prayers. I say, "not by 
prescription," because it is on record that Cob- 
bctt once occupied Peel's seat, and refused to 
leave it when rei|uested. 

Until quite recently, it was nol considered 
"correct'' for aii\'one except a minister or a 
whip 10 go bareheaded, but this parliament 
has seen that convention set at general defiance 
and members now don and doff their headgear 
as they list. By A-irtue of an old custom, the 
Chancellor of the E.xchequer or the Secretary 
to the Treasury, alone amongst ministers, are 
supposed to wear hats when on the go\-ern- 
ment bench, and Air. .\iisteii Chamberlain in 
the last jiarliament, as well a.s Mr. Ilobliouse 
in this, jealoiisl}' L^uarded the time-hoiiored dis- 
tinclioii, but e\en they cannot a\erl ihe pass- 
ing away of the ])ower of the hat. Members, 
hoAVcvcr, must still wear a hat if they desire, 
whilst a division is in progress, to address the 
Speaker or the Chairman on a point of order; 
and if any member moves "a count," the 
Si)eal\er is (iiiite punctilious in counting the 
mcmijei's by |.)oiniing at them with thc'cocked 
hat which in former da\'s he ahs'ays Avore un- 
less when addi'essing the House. 

Time Avas, loo — and thai nol so long ago — 
when (he to]) hat was de rigcur in i);u"liament , 
and the dismay causetl to the censorious when 
one of the earliest Iri.sh Nationalists, the latc- 
Mr. John Martin, and subsecpiently the late 
Air. Joseph Cowen, audacionsly tr;un])led the 
tradition underfoot, is still recalled. The 
rising of the Irish I'arty and the ail vent of the 
Labor Parly, completed the ruin of tradition. 
The bowler, the straw, the wideaAvake, the ])an- 
ama ;dl crept in, and .Mr. Keir Hardie once 
appeared in a cap. Democracy has ])rovcd a 
leveller, and .the supremacy of the top-hat is 
gone. But Avhat a change from the days Avhcii 
members had to Wear a pcriSvig, a sAvord, silk 
stockings, lace cravat, and other magnificent 
apparel! Were not the Cavaliers, for example, 
horrified at the "singularity" of a Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Avho persisted in wearing his 
oAvn hair? 

When a member enters the House, or rises 
to lo;ive il, or to address it, he must do sci un- 
covered, and nothing deliglits th.e g;r;ive and 
reverend senators more than when an orator, 
after the excitement f)f a ])eroration, absent- 
mindedly sits doAvn on his own or any other 
hat. The reverberating sound which accom- 
panies the' operation is famil,iar to the Parlia- 
meiuarian, and the roar jpf laughter that fol- 
lows is as hearty as coulu be expected from a 



crowd of -schoolboys ; Avhilc the unfortunate 
OAvner of the article thai is uoav concertina 
shaped feels and looks sheepish, though trying 
liis best to appear unconcerned. It was an Ir- 
ish member who once said to such a one: "I 
sympathise with the hoii. member on sitting 
on his hat, but I congratulate him that his head 
Avas not in it at the time." More' recently, Mr. 
Swift/l&IacfTeil ,Avas one day so much carried 
away^.by the enthusiasm that is natural to hini' 
that,, in the course of his gestures he knocked 
the hat from the head of one of his colleagues. 
"I have only taken off the frame — I have left 
the picture" Avas the explanation of the versa- 
liie member for Donegal; and the apology sat- 
isfied even liis victim. 

The delight of the present parliament is the 
broad-brimmed Avhite sombrero Avhich marks 
the pfcrsonality of Mr. John Ward, the popular 
Labor member for Stoke-on-Trent, for it quite 
eclipses the more sombre sombreros of th.e latc 
Sir William .Allan and of Air. William Field. 
A'nother Labor member, Mr. Hodge, has also 
a weakness for the broad rim, and a few Avccks 
ago it nearly jiioduced a "scene.'' Its owner 
was interrui)ting .Mr. Watson Rutherford, Avheii 
the latter retorlerl : "Jf the hoii. member Avith 
the big hat Avould stuff it in bis mouth, we 
would make more progress." Luckily the House 
Avas in good liinnor at the moment, otherAvise 
there might have been developments. 

For good or ill. however, this parliament 
has destroyed a lime-honored custom. It is not 
nierel}- that the "topper'' has gone, but 80 per 
cent, of the legislators now perambulate the 
Palace of ^Vestminster bareheaded. — Jeremiah 
MacVeigh, M.P.

LITTLE FOLKS OF AFRICA 

(By Lilian Cask, in I>ittle Folks.) 

Mucli haa boon written In recent lim(!s 
of tho groat continent of Africa: of its 
gold, and ivory and precious stones, 
and of Its- many tribes and kingdoms, 
where the strangest customs still pre- 
vail. But I like best to think of it as a 
vast playgrouriid for little clilldren, who 
eliaso eticli other over tiie windy pas- 
tures of liie liigh velds, and play "hide- 
and seek" or' "I'oUow-my-loader" — just 
as our own do al hnme— in the fertile 
lilalns that skirt the deserts, or the 
iieautifnl wooded valle>'s of tho south, 
lAir whotlier tiiey are dusky black, or 
bionze, or yellow — and children in .Af- 
rica may be almost any shade from id)- 
nny to ivrn-y — tlie.v are most Irn'able 
little people, and ilieir laughter is tlie 
merriest in the world. 

1 shall tr!l you fir.st about the Kallr 
eiiildren, whose race Is the most impor- 
tant in tlie wlinli! of South Africa, and 
includes the tribes of tlio Basutos, Be- 
chiianas, Zulus, and many others. 'I'liidr 
huKl Is a very pleasant one; tho Kafir 
women, who carry their babies in pou- 
ches formed by tho iblanjccts swung 
over their backs, All their waterpots 
from rivers and streams that are as 
clear as crystal and shaded by spread- 
ing trees. They love the siimmcn- heat, 
and the blight, dr.v days of winter, 
when rain does nol fall for four or five 
months; and since mealies .are plenti- 
ful and tlieir wants few. the.v are ready 
to welcome their little ones with wliole- 
licarted gladness. 

There is always a welcome for a 
baii.v in Kaflrlaud, be it boy or girl; for 
the girl will marry, and liring he'i- par- 
C'lits many line oxen as tlio pi'ice iier 
husliand is willing to jjiiy for lier, while 
the boy will live near his father's hut, 
and belli to make him important among 
his tribe. Tho Kallr eiiildren believe 
that babies "grow" In the reeds, or are 
iMoiight to their parents' door la the 
dead of night by som<> fearsome ogre. 
So they go hunting for babies down by. 
the river's edge, aa you might for the 



mealies, and sing the very same songs 
to their cloy babies tliat were sung to 
thom. . They even act plays,< boys .and 
girls together, and a''do.ll.'W'lll''bo' b6iight 
as a wife with a number of clay oxen 
by a grand "chief," who haa a kraal of 
his o\\-n. A kraal, you must know, is a 
big farmyard attached to a group of 
huts. Hero the o.xon are kept, and in an 
ojien space In the centre, the chief holds 
ills assemblies, and all Kafir plans are 
laid. ' '

The boys' dolls are most often 
dogs or oxen, for If they wore seen 
playing with girl dolls, unless these iiad 
been dignified by imrchase as "wives" 
for some of tlioir clay men, their sisters 
would laugli at them. AH eiiildren in 
South Afrii'a believe tliat dolls are 
really alive inside, and tire woefully 
hurt if an\-one tells tlieni the contrary 
They make toy huts for them, just like 
their |iarcnls, and put them to iied at 
niglit 'oil llie same kind of mats as 
lliiise on wliiel; they sleeii tiiemselves, 
Thoy feed tliuui, too upon corn and

tl.' f'-ll.iw if ,\-ou sii\',- him SMiiatting in 
til.- suiisliinc, his skin a delicate pale 
lii-onz'-, ami his small limbs iierfeetly 
lornied. Lilic Indian babies, little i'Ca- 
iirs gro'.v darker as they gro-w older, 
and the depth of color varies with dif- 
fere'nt tribes. Soon after birth thoy 
are smeared over witli n mixture of 
grease and clay and all they wear for 
the next few years is a string of beads 
uoiind round their loins and a little 
charm to keep away "bad spirits." It 
must bo rather convenient to bo a 
sinall l)oy in Knhrlnnd, for he is never 
told to wasi- Ills hands or wipe Ills foof 
and has no clothes to tear. 

.Maii.N- of tiie games tliat those chil- 
dren play are very like our own. Be- 
sides "hidc-and-soek" and "foliow- 
my-loader," they have "oranges 
and lemons," "touch" and "cat's corn- 
er,"- though fhoy call them by different 
names. "Leapfrog" Is quite a favorite, 
and '-frogs" Is a somewhat similar 
ga'nic, pla.ved by a number of boys, who 
Imitate the gait Of tho real frogs to 
perfection. In Xatal, a game called 
Inzema takes tho place of cricket. Tlie 
pluyora use sharp sticks, or as.sagals, 
instead of ihnts. and the liall ia a hu,';-i' 
gourd. The jiri^e is often th'2 'Ciiolcc of 
the best piece of meat at the next \-il- i 
lage feast, which is the most tempting 
Ireat that you can olTer to a young Ka- 
lir. "Playing at horses" is as pojjular 
w-itii him as it Is here. Tho 'bigger ho\'s 
ha\-e a plaything they call the "bull- 
roarer" — a wooden toy •which makes a 
terrible sound wlicn -ivhlrlcd around 
tho head. Often, ivlieii they ;u-e romp- 
ing, they Imitate the roaring of. the 



different wild animals tliat lurk in tiie 
forest depths., and do this so success- 
fully that the little ones are very mucit 
atraiji, ?';iSto'tta ga-mes ! are - known all 
over' Afrl-cii'; /there Is. one, called • Tsoi-o 
in Basutohirid, NVhlch is Iplayed.', with ;

You must not thinlc that Kahr chil- 
dren liave nothing to do but play, 
though "goiiig to school" is qulti! tho 
excciition tliere. Tlie girls learn very 
c;irly to lill the waterpots down at the 
ri\-er, and carry tliem on their heads 
witliout spilling a single drop. They 
collect wood lor the winter lircs, help 
their mothers to "mini" the lloor of the 
huts, to grind tho cm-n, and to do tho 
sitnide cooking of Lie trilie. Wliilo 
tlioy are almost 'biubies thenisolvos a 
still smaller brother or sister is slung 
in a blanket over their baoics. 

Tile boys tend tlio cattle', anfl scare 
away birds from the harvest field. Of- 
ten they choose a "hoad-lboy," or little , 
chief, and all obey his orders for tho ' 
day. They ride on the calves, and got 
up to all sorts of mischief; they quar- 
rel and fight, and imako friends again' 
in the space of a few oninutes, and 
with ail their pranks they aio bubbling 
over with fun and good humor. Thougli • 
they love doing notlilng when tiiero la 
nothing to be done, they can work 171111 
a will when need bo. If you saw thu ■ 
cnorgy with which they 'build their i 
huts you would never call them "lazy" ' 
again. i 

-■V Kafir's hut, by the wa.y, is a very . 
simple dwelling. Tho roof is heavily 
tliatched to keep out the rain, and tho 
walls are of wattle and daub. The ^ 
"fire-place" is but a hollow in the cen- 
tre of the mud floor, and as tlie smoko 
escapes but slowly through tho thick 
straw overhead, the hut la always full 
of it. Tliore are no '.vindows, and the i 
doorway is so low that the children j 
have to creep through the entrance on I 
their hands and knees. " " ■ 

Tho greatest joy of those small peo- , 
plo is to listen to fairy tales, told them ' 
by some old woman of tho tribe, as 
tliey gather round tho fire after niglit 
has fallen. These tales, which concern 
birds ;ind beasts, and manv marvel- 
lous creatures gifted with magic pow- 
er, are never written down, but arc 
handed on from goner.atlon to genera- 
tion by word of mouth just as wero 
our legends and iiallads in olden times. 

Not all the little folk in Africa, alas, 
are as happy as the children of Kafir- 
land, and even there it is cjuite dread- 
ful to be boi'n a twin. The mother of 
twins is considered to be disgraced, 
and everybody looks askance at her 
habios. In days gone by, one' was al- 
ways killed, or left for wild animals to 
devour; tills is Still- done by other 
races, though seldom now by Kafirs. 
The twin allow-ed to live is never' 
counted as one of the "children;" he is 
sujiposed to lie a sort of animal, and 
thnugh his .-iih-ice is often asked by 
other memliers of the tribe, wlio con- ■ 
sider a twin to be "strangely -wise," he 
is always sliuniied as "unlucky." 

Tattooing is pniotiscd In many parts 
of Africa, and girls as well as boys are 
often decorated in tills queer way. It 
would take a Jong time to 
tell you even a very few of thi\ 
strange (-nstoms that prevail, for 
these are different In each tribe, of 
ivhich there are many hundreds. 
Among the most curious are the busli- 
men, a small and stunted race of men 
who are believed to have been omonp 
the first inhabitants of Africa. They 
dress in sheepskins, slung around their 
waists, and carry arrows stuck Into 
their matted iialr. Ants' eggs, roots, 
and honey form their diet, tiiough they 
eat tho animals they kill in hunting. 
iVeitlior tiiey nor their children ever 
wash, iind the.v are said to look more 
like monkeys tiian liiinian beings. 

But monkeys are far more tender 
towards their young tlian these little 
nuslimen, v,-ho kill their children 
straight away if they make them au- 
p.vy. Tra\-ellers tell sad stories of 
haldi'S thrown to liungry Hons that 
prowled round their cxve.s in search of 
food, and of poor little creatures being . 
buried alive with their motliers if tliese i 
died before they could crawl. The I^ar- 
otsi, who live north of Bechuanaland. 
are just as cruel, for during some of 
their ceromonios they ' cut oft 
the lingers and toes of little 
children. and when tney have 
sprinkled their blood on the 
bouse that tho king is going to live in, 
toss them carelessly into a rlvor. When 
we liear such things as these, we can- 
not picture Africa any loiiger as a. 
"playgiound:" and I fancy the llttlo 
folks who read about them will be glad 
that they were born In a civilized land.

The Cab- 
inets that relieved each other had no s^'steni 
of coherent public policy, domestic or for- 
eign ; the parties in the Chamber pursued no 
ideals, acknowledged no principles, but simply 
followed this leader or that. In a word, the 
Constitution had been systematically twisletl 
and bent until it scr\'ed as an instrument for 
unconstitutional jnirposes, which were per- 
ceptibly undermining the vital forces of the 
political community. Such were the phenom- 
ena that offended the eye of the Greek patriot 
"at every hand's turn. It was not the Cretan 
question or the bad faith of the Protecting 
Powers that stung him to revolutionary macl- 
ness. Cretan affairs were but the occasion 
that brought out the organic malady of the 
body politic, which they had neither produced 
nor intensified. The outbreak of the Cretan 
crisis \vas the lightning-flash that revealed 
the piteous plight of the nation. Any other 
kindred event would have had the same ef- 
fect; an ultimatum from lUdgaria. for in- 
stance, a territorial squabble with Turkey, or 
a sharp dispute with J-ioumania, would have 
also opened the eyes of the army and navy to 
their own nakedness. The unreasoning parli- 
zans of the dynasty — and there are exceed- 
ingly few such amJ)ng the Greeks — persistent- 
ly ascribe the revolution to the Cretan crisis, 
and lay the blame at the door of the Protect- 
ing Powers, to wliose selfisliness King George 
has fallen a \-ictim. The comments f)f such 
courtiers on the situation are not heli)ful. 
Royalists on the Situation 
The reasoning friends of the d^-nasty talk 
differently and cpiite interestingl}' about the 
upheaval. They, too, perhaps, may see things 
out of perspective, but at least they see reali- 
ties, not fancies. One of the most distin- 
guished and best known among them in the 
course of a long conversation the other day 
gave me a panorama of the seciu(Mic(! of re- 
cent e\-enls as they focussed themseh'es in his 
mind's eye. And this is how they a])peare(! to 
him. 

"The evil genius of Greece is the cx-Pre- 
mier Theotokis, who looks as though he were 
the wisest of the Greeks, whereas he is . . . 
not. His policy was that of a child eager to 
win golden opinions of grown-ups. His de- 







sire'^io tonciliate 'the C^rowiv protnptcd him tb 
humor the whims of the King and the heir-ap- 
parent, who were craving for fire to play with, 
ide gave them the fire, and they have burned 
their fingers and hands, and went very near to 
burning those of the nation. We who know the 
K^ing and Royal family, their .strerigthf and 
their weakness, we hoped to receive from the 
head of the Cabinet the correctives which it 
was useless to look for in the Royal Palace. 
Put we were grievously disappointed. 'iMie 
Ministry became the antc-clnunber of the pal- 
ace. Tilt; I'renuer, who had neither compass 
nor cliart. niivigated the shi]:) according lo or- 
ders from the l^ing. Jn vain wc remonstrated 
and argued with him. He was inflexible. The 
evil was done, the post of Commander-in-Chibf 
was instituted, and the Crown Prince appoint- 
ed to it. And in due time the consequences 
made themselves felt. 

"But the initial mistake, mischievous 
though it was, might have been rectified. M. 
Theotokis aggravated it. And this is how he 
did it. There was a Macedonian committee at 
.\thens, which looked after the interests of 
llellenism in the Ottoman Kmpire, and lookeil 
after them conscienli(.>usly. Considerable sums 
were expended annually in furthering or de- 
fending those interests. Sometimes the patri- 
archase, at other times certain schools or 
churches received subventions. This is at bot- 
tom a cultural work. In the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs there were always one or two 
nuMubers of that connnittce who kci)t the 
Ciovernment informed of wdiat was going on, 
and advised it how to lay out the funds — some 
3,ooo,ooof — of which it disposed every year. 

Raid on the Macedonian Money Chest 

"Now the disaffected army officers at 
home, who were anxious to organize thcni- 
sel\-es into a jjolitical force, but lacked the rc- 
(|uisitf funds, looked with longing eyes ui)on 
tliis .Macedonian committee and its money 
chest. I'rom no otlier source could they hope 
for financial aid. Accordingly they directed 
their . efforts towards changing the m«*mbers 
of the board, substituting some of their ow.i 
men and getting control of tlie purse-strings 
of the committee. And, thanks to the com- 
plaisant Premier, M. 'i'heotokis, they suc- 
ceeded. That was the turning point. 'J'hcncc- 
forth they possessed sufficient leverage to 
mo\-e the moimtain of obstacles that had 
theretofore blocked their way. They could 
now oilganize, agitate, and proselytize. • And 
the State was paying the expense of the cam- 
paign against itself! 

".It is uncertain how much money thus 
found its way into the chests of the Military 
League. I estimate the sum at 1,000,000 

francs a year, the remainder being distributed 
as befrjrc. Agents of the league were paid so 
nmch a month fo'- spreading revolutioiniry and 
anti-dynastic principles, ])ai(l by the very Go\-- 
erinncnt which was also at the same time car- 
"rying out the irrational whims of the dynasty 
against which the league was levying war. 
The public affairs of the country were thus 
dealt with on the lines of comic opera. In 



time the Government discovered its egregiou.s' 
mistake and regretted it. It regretted the er- 
ror, but made no attempt to rectif\' it (.r '0 
neutralize the consequences. Indeed, the Min- 
istry continued to snppl}' the malcontents 
with the necessary funds to keep up the or- 
ganization.' Yes, incredible though it may 
seem,' the league continued to draw uport the 
Treasury! Why? one may ask. .Possildy lic- 
cause the Government feared that if the sub- 
vention were withdrawn the world would 
learn the jjart it had played in fostering agitn- 
ticm in the Ottoman Kmiiire. And the Greek 
Government, now so docile to the counsels 
of the Powers, deprecated such unpleasant 
revelatigns. In this way the Cabinet cut a 
stick for its own back, at the same time that 
the dynasty was sawing away diligently at 
the bough on which it was perched aloft. 

"The whole army is not with the mutineers, 
neither is the majority. On the contrary, the 
bulk of the troops are for the King, and they 
would gladly strike a blow if ihey could find 
officers to lead them. Hut there arc rione. If 
somebody would furnish the funds, the rest 
of the task would be the idainest of i)lain sail- 
ing. Trusty men have lately tras'clled ihrnugh 
the provinces to feel their way, and they ha\'e 
come back saying that the masses are on the 
side of the King. They were not sent by the 
King nor by the Prince : they went on their 
own initiative. And what they say is that 
money is all that we want in order to suc- 
ceed. Put nobody is willing to supjdy the 
funds. There are but two sources sufficiently 
abundant for this — the Greek population 
abroad, which is very wealthy, and Prince 
George, who, having married a daughter of 
Roland Bonaparte, could, if necessary, dis- 
pose of large funds. But neither source is 
available. Prince George is not in Greece at 
present, and does not seem in a hurry to re- 
turn ; and if he were here it is certain that he 
would not countenance any movement of the 
kind, neither will our Greeks abroad. S.o there 
is nothing to be done." 

"Will the King Leave Athens? 

"Do \ou think," I incpiired, ''that the offi- 
cers of the league will carry things so far that 
the King will be obliged to abdicate?" "That 
(|uestion cannot be answered b}^ a single yes 
or no, I must distinguish. The league in 
spite of the moderation of its nominal chief, 
Colonel Tsorbas, will, we belicx'c. }'ct go far, 
too far, for the King to ignore its action. Jt 
can hardly be otherwise, fcir it is an miconsii- 
tutional body, with a plan to wliicli there is no 
finality. If the officers hail a roundod pro- 
gramme, and said to the Cabinet, 'Have this 
programme passed by the Chamber, and see 
that it is executed properly, we have con- 
fidence in you, and will accept your promise.' 
then, indeetl, we niii,dit ho]ie to see normal 
conditions restored. I'ut the language (if the 
league is very different from that. 'I'liey ])rc- 
sented their demands, which have been ac- 
cepted, and are already voted. And now they 
are going to wait and watch over the execu- 
tion of the measures. That means that they 



will continue to exercise a controlling power 
over the King and the Government, the Cham- 
ber and the Press. Aiul at any moment this 
jjower may drift into conflict with the Cabinet 
or the Parliament, or with the d^masty, at any 
moment. If, however, conditions were at any 
time, laid down, or overt actsi done^ which com- 
pelled the King to slidw his disapproval, it is 
virtually certain that inis' lurtnircst^xtion would 
not assume the form of abdication. King 
George will not lay down the sceptre so long 
as he can possibly keep it. Of that you may 
rest assured. ^Vl1at he probably would do is 
this: lie would take his place on one of your 
ISritish men-of-war, now at Phalcron, retire 
to Corfu, and reside, there during the occupa- 
tion of Athens by foreign troops. In a short 
time the Greeks would repent, and the King 
return on his own terms." 

Whatever may be thought of this contin- 
gent plan of campaign, attributed to the mon- 
arch by one who knows him well, and likes 
him rationally, it seems certain that in my in- 
formant's general line of argument there is 
nuich truth. Indeed, one might sup]dement it 
and say that even if' the programme were car- 
ried out to the satisfaction of the officers, and 
sufficient money allotted to the growing needs 
of the army and the navy, as they understand 
tliem, the\' would still see good reasons for 
retaining the ])ower which they ha\-e wrested 
from the parties. Por the Chamber, once 
emancipated from the j'oke of the invisible 
junta, might be tempted to repeal s(3me of the 
measures already passed. And it could ad- 
vance an excellent plea in favor of such ac- 
tion. It could argue that it had passed the 
bills in question under intimidation, at the dic- 
tation of the league. To this statement color 
is lent in advance by the Opposition — that is, 
the \-ast majority of the deputies — which is 
sedulously abstaining from all debate, and 
allowing it to be understood that it is acting 
under constraint. This is a serious matter, 
and the. Officers' League is aware of the bear- 
ings which this attitude of the Chamber may 
have upon future legislation. But even if 
there were no intention on the part of the J'ar- 
liament to repeal later on the reforms which it 
i.s registering- today, the mere fact that it has 
[jrepared the ground for such action is enough 
to awaken misgivings and provoke precau- 
tionary measures on the part of the league. 
Hence the league will not dissolve. 

Partizans, Not Patriots 

There is another reason why it c-umot re- 
tire. The reform bills already laid before the 
Chamber arc but one plank of the officers' pro- 
gramme. According to their own account, 
what they want is not merely to prescribe for 
symptoms of the nation's malady, but to eradi- 
cate its cause, which would otherwise contin- 
ue operative. And the cause of all the evils 
from which the couiTtrj' is now suffering is 
constitutionnlilis — i.e., the abuse of democratic 
forms of Government, for which the people are 
unripe. Party government in Greece means, 
and has ever meant, the subordination of the 
nation's interests to the interests of the group 
of politicians actually in power. When a party 



seizes the reins of government it proceeds to 
]Kimt everything ■ its own color. It punishes 
all its adversaries and the clients of its adver- 
saries. And .it acts on the maxim that all avIio 
were not with it were against it. Cliicfs of 
departments, subordinate officials who would 
be;, perma^ient-ieyerywhere else-— nay, . p.hysi- 
cians' in "hospitals— every category of Sta^e- 
paid worker, down almost to the street scav- 
engers, are turned adrift because they were put 
in by the other parly, in this way every relay 
of administrators must try to feather their 
nests while they have the birds under their 
care. And that is not only their first, but too 
often their only care. That,the administration 
and the entire Greek natioii suffers in conse- 
quence is an inevitable necessity. 

Now, it is against this whole system that 
the army leaders have revolted. And so ruin- 
ous has it proved to the country and to the 
Greek race, of which tlie Kingdom is but a 
small section, that everybody is disposed to 
forgive the revolutionary methods applied by 
the officers. People sa}-, "It is very wrong 
for those men to ha\-e broken their oath. It 
was also technicallj- a criminal offence to vio- 
late the Constitution. But it would have been 
a much greater crime had they remained inac- 
tive while the country was being ruined, and 
not made the effort which has met with the 
success it merited. .'\nd this effort they could 
not have made without disregarding obliga- 
tions which had become merely formal. There- 
fore the officers did the right thing in the cnly 
way in which it could have been accom- 
plished." 

An essential point, therefore, in the offi- 
cers' programme is the cleansing of the Ad- 
ministration, and therefore the reform of the 

system of government at present in vogue. If 
the game of shuttlecock hitherto played by the. 
parties with the vita! interests of the natioh is 
not stoppeil for good, the work already ac- 
complislied may at any moment be undone. 
Consequently the execution of the army and 
navy reforms drawn up by the Officers' League 
connotes only a beginning.. /The uprpoting,cp| 
the cause of the evil will be a much harder: 
task, because whereas the reforms have 'beert.; 
carried out without any formal violation of tlie' 
Constitution, a change of sj^stcm implies'^fa 
modification of the Constitution. In any arid 
every case, however, the army would be ex- 
posing its own handiwork to unnecessary risks 
if it dissolved the League after the execution 
of the reforms. The Gov^^nmcnt and the 
Chamber, after they have carried out consct-' 
entiously and thoroughly the changes demand- 
ed by the army and the nav}', will have to be 
permanently incapacitated from rendering 
those changes illusory. And that object is at- 
tainable only in. one of two ways: either by 
changing the Constitution or by maintaining 
as a permanent body the present committee of 
public safety, to see that Constitutional facil- 
ities are not abused to the detriment of the 
army and navy] 

Those are some of the obstacles which 
block the way, to- a speedy return to normal 
government. ''* 



Architectural Daring 



W'c published yesterday a letter frtun .Mr. 
W. D. Caroe on a discovery that has been 
made in the course of the repairs to which the 
central tower of Canterbury Cathedral is now 
being subjected. Both Professor Willis and 
Mr. Caroe himself have conjectured that the 
supporting piers of this tower might contain 
the original Norman piers of Lafranc's build- 
ing. This conjecture has now been proved to 
be right. The present piers of the jierpendicu- 
lar style arc only a shell less than a foot thick, 
and the space between this shell ami the Nor- 
man piers is filled up with rubble. Further, 
the rubble "seems to be separated from the 
Norman piers by a clear space about half an 
inch wide, as though a wooden core had been 
purposely used round the old ])ier and with- 
drawn as the new work went up." This being, 
so, the wonder is that the piers should have 
stood so well as they have, not that there 
should now be dan.gerous fissures in them. 
This is onlj.' one instance, out of man}-, that 
have come to light, of the audacity, and even 
recklessness, of mediaeval builders, both in or- 
iginal construction and in the-, alteration and 
adaptation of older work, a recklessness pro- 
bably unparalleled in the whole history of ar- 
chitecture. j\]r, Caroe says that their engi- 
neering skill and daring were by 110 means con- 
lemptihle. Their skill from the beginning of 
the thirteenth century must have been very 
great, especia.Uy as the}' made no use of iron 
in construction, and usually built with com- 
paratively small blocks of stone. The earlier 
Romanesque builders were more daring than 
sMlful. Both in England and in France Rom- 
anesque churches often fell in or showed signs 
of weakness soon after they were built; but, 
when onco Gothic had fully matured, disasters 
like those of I.ieauvois were not common, al- 
though construction grew continually more 
darin.g. 

This audacity was combined with an indif- 
ference to the beauties of the older work which 
we should now call, hot Gothic, but 'Vandal. 
The Gothic builders seem to have had a posi- 
tive distaste for Norman building, just as we 
have a distaste for clothes and other things 
that liave lately gone out of fashion. When- 
ever they could they destroyed Norman work, 
or remoflclled and disguised it. as in the na\-es 
ijf Canterbury and Winchester. Indeed, the 
changes in mediaeval arclji lecture were often 



as sudden aiul violent as niorlcrn changes of 
fashion. There are only a few years between 
the last Norman of Peterborough and the first 
Early English of Lincoln ; yet one might sup- 
pose that they belonged to different ages. In- 
deed, the change worked in these few years 
is lar greater tiian any which Greek architec- 
ture underwent in as m;my centiu-ies. What 
is most remarkable, ])erha]:)s, is the universality 
of that change. There were very few conser- 
vatives, among mediaeval arti.sts, cither of 
good or of bad things. Novelties both of style 
and construction spread over the cpuntry like 
Aviklfire : even these novelties which now seem 
to us to lieen no improvements. The 

perpendicular style had a triumph as swift and 
complete as the early ICnglish. In each case 
there was a very short period of transition and 
|)erhaps bewilderment, in which hnilders were 
trying to grasp the new idea : and then they all 
grasped it and carried it as far as tliev could. 
Indeed, a new style seems to have acted like 
some external power, and to have cast a spell 
upon the artists which they could not resist. 
We talk nowadays of the spirit of the age, and 
the rapid spread of ideas, owing lo im])roved 
means of communication ; but the spirit of our 
age is a slow-acting and indefinite thing com- 
l)ared with that spirit whose many changes 
were expressed so clearly and swiftly in Gothic 
architecture. 

There is, indeed, this striking difference be- 
tween the Middle .Ages and our own time, that 
they were conservatives in science and re\-olu- 
lionaries in art, while wc are revolutionaries in 
science and conservatives in art. The change 
came . with the Renaissance, when there 
was a passion for both new knowledge and for 
old art, a revolt against scientific and a re- 
vival of aesthetic pedantry. In the Middle Ages 
the man of science was fettered and the artist 
free. Now it is the other way. The artist 
now, compared with his mcfliaeval ancestor, is 
chained to the past, not b}' any laws, but by 
public oi)inion and his own iniud. I Le enjoys 
freedom of intellectual ideas, perhaps, but not 
of aesthetic. His content may be what he likes, 
but hits form is tyrannized over by the forms of 
past ages. Try as hard as he will, he cannot 
accjuire the mediaeval freedom from tradition 
which we now call naivette ; and his restless 
efforts to do this (ml}' ()ro\'c his enslavement. 
Mediaeval Iniihlcrs did not labor to be original, 
because they had no fear of no[ being original. 
They were as free in their best time from fever- 
ish eccentricities as modern, men of science are 



free from the fe\-erish intcllectnal eccentrici- 
ties of the Middle Ages, l-'rom the [last they 
inherited only their structural problems, their 
purpose. That remained the same from year 
to year and century to century, because there 
was little change in ideas. l\eligion dominated 
e\-crythin,g up to the end of Gothic, and 
church-building was the architect's chief taslc. 
Now the structtiral problems arc lar more di- 
\'crse and ahv.ays changing. The architect 
must be always exercising his intellect Ujion 
new purposes ; and the consequence is that his 
aesthetic energy is weakened. No age can <lo 
all things equally well, and our greater intel- 
lectual energy means a loss of aesthetic energy. 
We nia}' be daring in science, but in art w c 
are timid pedants compared \\'ilh the men who 
built Cliartrcs and L.iiicoln Cathedrals. I'.v tlie 
force of reacliiTu we ha\-e rushed fioni one c.x- 
Ircmc to another. W'e lia\-e pursued a new 
kind of ]iower so cat^crly that we lia\'e fallen 
victims to a new kind of weakness. We ma)'' 
be wise or wc may be foolish ; but at any rate 
we should recognize that what we call modern 
progress is not all j:;ain. — i.oiidoii Times
